The Occultism, anatomy , physiology, and psy- 
chology which they teach make of man something 
immeasurably greater than the puny and impo- 
tent being known to modern science as a com- 
pound of bones, muscles, and nerves Modern 
science (materialism) attempts to piove that man 
is an a mm al , the teachings of the Adepts show 
that he may be a God Modern science invests 
him with the power to lift his own weight , ancient 
science (Occult Philosophy) invests him with the 
power to conti ol the destiny of the world Mod- 
ern science allows him to live for a veiy limited 
numbei of years, ancient science teaches that he 
always existed, and will never cease to exist if he 
desires to live Modern science deals with the 
instrument that the leal man uses as long and as 
often as he comes into relationship with the world 
of phenomena, and she mistakes that instrument 
for the man; the Adepts show you the tiue natuie 
of the essential man, to whom one earthly exist- 
ence is nothing more than one of the many inci- 
dents of his eternal Spiritual career 

This power of spnitual perception, potentially 
contained m eveiy man, but developed in few, is 
almost unknown to the guardians of science in 
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our Western countries of modern civilization, 
because learning is often separated from wisdom 
and the inner or Spirit Sight, and the calculating 
intellect seeking foi worms m the daik caverns 
of the earth, cannot see the genius that floats 
towaid the light and it cannot lealize his exist- 
ence And yet this ancient science (Occultism), 
which the modern ignoie, is as old as the woild 
It was known to the ancient prophets, to the 
Ailiats and Rishis of the East , to initiated Brah- 
mins, Egyptians, and Gieeks, and the Hindu 
Sages Its fundamental doctrines are found m 
the Hindu Vedas and the Sacred Books of the 
East Upon these seciet doctunes rest the fun- 
daments of the religions and seciet orders of the 
world They foimed the essence of the secrets 
that were levealed only to the initiated m the 
innei temple, where the ancient mysteries were 
taught, and whose disclosure to the vulgar was 
forbidden under the penalty of torture and death 
They weie seciets known to the ancient sages and 
to the Hindu Adepts and Rosicrueians of the ' 
Middle Ages, and upon a paitial undei standing 
of their tiuths lests the system of modem 
Freemasonry 

They aie not to be confounded with speculative 
philosophy, that reasons from the known to that 
which it cannot know, trying by the flickering light 
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of logic and orthodoxy to grope its way into the 
darkness, and to feel the objects which it cannot 
see These doctrines weie taught by the seers of 
old who possessed spmtual power and the inner 
sight to see Such men weie the great leligious 
reformers of all ages, from Confucius and Zoroas- 
ter down to Jacob Boehme and Eckaitshausen, 
and their teachings have been verified by every 
one whose purity of mind and whose power of 
intellect have enabled him to see and to undei- 
stand the things of the spmt (God) 

Some of their doctrines refer to moials and 
ethics, others aie of a puiely scientific character; 
but both aspects of their teachings aie intimately 
connected together, because beauty cannot be 
sepaiated from tiuth They both foim the two 
pages of a leaf m the book of universal Natuie, 
whose undei standing confeis upon the leadei not 
merely opinions, but knowledge, and renders him 
not only learned, but illuminated with wisdom 
and Spint-Sight-At-Will 
Among those who have taught the moral aspect 
of the secret doctrine there are none greater than 
Buddha, Plato, and Jesus of Nazareth; of those 
who have taught its scientific aspect theie have 
been none more profound than Heimes, Tnsme- 
gistus, Pythagoras, and Paiacelsus They ob- 
tained their knowledge not merely fiom following 
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the pi escribed methods of learning, 01 by accept- 
ing the opinions of the “leeogmzed authorities” 
of “their times,” but they studied nature by liei 
own light, and learned the lesson “Know Thy- 
self,” and they became lights themselves, whose 
lays illuminate the world of mind "What they 
taught has been to a ceitam extent venficd and 
amplified by the teachings of Eastern Adepts 
(Yoghis), and Hieiophants of the Onent 

The Light oe Wisdom 

There is an art, known only to a few, by which 
the punfied and faithful soul of man may be 
instructed and illuminated so as to be laised at 
once from the dailtness of ignoiance (matenal- 
lsm) to the light of wisdom and knowledge 

If the soul is peifectly purified and sanctified it 
becomes fiee m its movements, it sees and lecog- 
nizes the Divine light, and instincts itself, while it 
seems to be msti acted by anothei In this state 
the soul lequiies no othei admonition except its 
own lealization, which is the head and guide of 
the soul 

It is then no more subject to teirestnal condi- 
tions of time, but lives m the eternal , and foi the 
human soul to desire a thing is to possess it 
aheady 
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Man’s powei to realize inci eases m proportion 
as this etheieal and celestial power of light pene- 
trates his mind, and, developing his inner sight 
or Spirit sight, it may enable him to see and per- 
ceive that which he interiorly thinks, just as if it 
were objective and external. Spirit being unity 
and independent of our ideas of space, and all men 
having therefore essentially the same spirit, the 
soul of men existing at places widely distant from 
each other may thus enter into communication 
(telepathy), and converse with each other exactly 
in the same manner as if they had met m their 
physical bodies 

In this state man may perform a gieat many 
things m an exceedingly short period of time, so 
that it may seem to us as if he had lequired no 
tune at all to peiform it Such a man is able to 
comprehend and understand everything by the 
light of the universal power (spirit) or guiding 
intelligence with which he is spontaneously united 

Again, that theie is a ceitam kind of spiritual 
force, occult influence or energy, based on the 
existence of the spiritual and Astral world, placed 
without, not within, the body, and into communica- 
tion with which the human soul of man can enter 
by and thiough the law and pimeipal of realiza- 
tion, has long been demonstrated as a fact That 
these invisible forces (evil spirits who are eaith- 
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bound and exist m the Astral body) can conti ol 
a man and break him down as easily as the fearful 
huriieane sweeps all befoie it, striking him m a 
thousand places at the same time, without Ins 
being able to peiceive the invisible foe or being 
able to protect himself, is also pi oven 
But that these forces may lie dominated and 
invoked, so that they will obey the thoughts, 
answer to the voice and understand the meaning of 
traced signs, is what many cannot lealize and 
what then reason 1 ejects, yet this also is capable 
of being demonstrated and pi oven The leader 
and student should always bear m mind that in 
trymg to demonstrate these things for himself he 
is working with unseen and powerful agents, 
which, if he is not equally powerful, pure and high- 
minded, loving his fellow-men, and seekmg to 
benefit mankind, lather than seeking or desiring 
ecult poweis to further his own selfish mteiests,* 
e had much better be dead than to try any of 
these things for the gratification of his personal 
na ure, for m seeking to harm another, curses, 

1 e c ickens, return home to loost, with a much 
gieatei force than the original impulse 

us, again, we should look withm rathei than 
ou , as the exercise of True Magic does not 
lequire anv ceiemomes or conjurations, 01 the 
ma ng of encles and signs, it only requires a 
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strong faitli, gamed thiougli a knowledge of na- 
ture’s laws, winch can accomplish anything , if it 
acts though a human mind which is m haimony 
with these laws, without which nothing useful can 
%e done Tine Magic also consists m true faith; 
but true faith rests m spmtual knowledge, and 
without that land of knowledge theie can he no 
faith; tins is only obtained by developing one’s 
own inner and most lofty natme. The conjura- 
tion of the evil spirits of the Astral plane (sorcery, 
black magic and witchciaft) means practically a 
full realization of “Faust and the Demon ” 
Theie aie many strange things set forth in the 
following pages, almost too stiange to believe, yet 
because one is ignorant of their existence it does 
not follow that they are not leal, as the sad rec- 
ords of Sorcery and Witchcraft, of Voodooism 
and The Black Art abundantly testify w 
Man does not know himself, theiefore he does 
not understand the things of the invisible world. 
Each man has the essence of the Divine (spiritual) 
within himself, he possesses one kind of knowl- 
edge as much as another, and he who does not 
find that which is m him he cannot truly say he 
does not possess it, only he is not as yet capable 
of successfully seeking it v 
Theiefoie, in seeking, always beai in mind — 
hue growth > ests in the capacity of the human 
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soul and the human will to compiehend spinlnal 
tmtlts, and not by basing its conclusions upon 
external appeal ances caused by the illusion of ie 

senses oi of selfish pin poses , _ 

The wntei’s teachings aie, that our soul is tn<r 
vehicle of celestial attiaction, tiansfenmg celes- 
tial and spmtual virtue into Seals, Images, Amu- 
lets, Rings, Papeis, Glasses, etc Also, he has 
endeavored to give the most cleai and lationa 
illustration of the wondeiful Occult sympathy and 
antipathy, attiaction and lepulsion between all 
things m the umveise 

He has likewise piovedliow cuies aie pei formed 
by vntue of sympathetic poweis and medicines, 
by seals, imgs, and amulets, even at unlimited 
distances, which he has been a witness of, and aie 
daily confirmed m the true and ceitam belief 
of This same being taught m 1 1 The Great 
Book of Magical, Hindu Magic and Bast Indian 
Occultism ” 

The wntei knows how to communicate with 
any peison, and to give lnm intimation of pui- 
pose, at a hundred 01 a thousand miles distance , 
but then a preparation is necessary, and the par- 
ties should have then appointed seasons and 
hours for that purpose, likewise, both should be 
of the same firm constancy of mind, and a disciple 
01 bi other m OCCULTISM oi ADEPTSHIP 
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There is also given methods whereby a man may 
receive true and ceitam intimation of future 
things (by dreams) of whatsoevei Ins mmd has 
before meditated upon, himself being properly 
‘disposed 

Likewise, theie is recited the vaiious methods 
used by the ancients for the invocation of spmts 
from the ASTRAL PLANE; diffeient forms of 
MAGICAL EXORCISM, incantations, orations, 
binding of spints, conjurations; all of which is 
the knowledge taught by the Eastern ADEPTS 
and the most famous MAGICIANS, such as 
Zoioaster, Hermes, Apollonius, Simon of the 
Temple, Trithennus, Agnppa, Porta (the Neapol- 
itan), Dr. Dee, Paracelsus, Roger Bacon, and a 
great many otheis, to which the author has sub- 
joined notes, endeavoring to point out the differ- 
ence of the aits, so as to free the name of Magic 
from any scandalous imputation, seeing it is a 
word originally significative not of any evil, but 
of eveiy good and laudable science, such as a man 
might piofit by, and become both WISE and 
happy; and the knowledge of OCCULTISM is so 
far from being offensive to science or man that 
the veiy root or ground of all Magic takes its rise 
from the Orient and British West Indies 

The Hindus were the first Magicians, for by 
their high and excellent knowledge they knew that 
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the Occult power which was piomised was born 
in all men Therefore, let no one be offended at 
the veneiable and sacied title of Magician or 
Adept — a title which every WISE man merits 
while he pursues that path which “Jesus the 
Mastei” himself tiod, viz, humility, chanty, 
meicy, fasting, etc , and, again, men should “Be 
wise as seipents, and liaimless as doves ” Such 


instructions as these aie fiequently named and 
given m many places of the ancient Mysteries 
The Gieat Book of Magical Art, Hindu Magic

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Further, the filter has spoken m that famous 
woik, largely of prophetic di earns ‘ and visions 
throughout the different chapters, and has given 
valuable knowledge, fully set down for the infor- 
mation of the "WISE, some few most secret things 
being reserved by the autlioi foi his pupils only, 
not to be taught by publication 

If in these writings the Author seems oracular 
and dogmatic, it is because he writes from the 
standpoint of the true Adept and Seer rather 
than that of the scientist or materialistic philoso- 
pher, or the orthodox theologian, and depends 
for the recognition and acceptance of the absolute 
truth more upon its clear and positive enunciation 
through the soul than upon its exposition and 
defense by argument

of youi life on the eaith plane, to foietell futuie

STATE OF INTROSPECTION 

By and through the law of realization, inspira- 
tion is awakened and established Again, by and 
thiough the exercise of the powers of Auto-sug- 
gestion, self-thought, the supieme realization of 
self, and the innermost desire of life are reached 
and manifested, withholding all doubt, which 
opens up to us and connects us with the mwaid 
or latent supieme possibilities of soul (God) 

To have appreciative knowledge of this exalted 
condition of inspiration befoie it is expenenced, 
and of the separate and distinct planes of con- 
sciousness and the specific doimant foices they 
involve, it will be necessaiy to keep befoie the 
mind the conception that we can, by constant ap- 
plication of suitable Auto-suggestion, manifest 
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that perfection of the permanent inner-soul body 
Fuitliei, it is necessaiy to hold this thought or 
conception and dwell upon it until it becomes the 
dominant impiession and actual lealizatiou of our 
daily life, exerting its uplifting and toning influ- 
ence upon our personality, upon all our actions 
and thoughts 

This subtle magnetism (soul essence or force) 
and normal spheies of personality emanates from 
souls properly conti oiled, not bodies, and exert all 
then marvelous subtlety of actio# most potently 
on the mmds of otliei s Tins inner Occult or soul 
power (vital magnetism), when piopeily exerted, 
will oveicome and remove all adverse and oppo- 
site impressions which have become a life habit of 
identifying our personal life and being with the 
Physical body, and its dependence upon external 
things and conditions The person who is a crea- 
ture of habit, and one whom the sense conscious- 
ness has so long held dominance, that the tend- 
ency of its impiessions to continually recur is so 
fixed, it will perpetually reasseit itself, unless the 
habit be broken by implanting through special and 
persistent Auto-suggestion the opjDosite impres- 
sion to dominate in its place Any deficiency of 
character or habit, mental or physical, can be thus 
overcome 01 be broken by earnest, peisistent 
effort m the right direction 
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This mspnation, realization 01 psyclnc con- 
sciousness established, howevei, breaks foiever 
dominance of embanassment and hesitation 
caused by sense impressions of self , hence the im- 
portance of the immediate awakening and en- 
thionement of this mspnation (lealization), and 
the self-eontiol of this highei consciousness, the 
perfection of which is reached and effected by 
gaming supieme self-control through the law or 
door of realization. 
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CHAPTER II 

Adeptship, Clairvoyance, Hindu Magic, Occult 
Influence, Mediumship and Inner Sight 

On the west coast of India, about one hundred 
and thirty miles north of Bombay, lies the city of 
Baioda Here the filter has seen many miracu- 
lous occult feats on many different occasions, per- 
formed m piecisely the same manner, and the 
mysteiy to the outsider seemed only to deepen 
with eveiy repetition The Spmt and Occult pow- 
ers of the Hindus have been the wonder of India 
from a time antedating, perhaps, the building of 
the first pyramid 

The early Jesuit Fathers and other pious ortho- 
dox hair brained mortals, startled at the sight, 
and at a total loss to account for it, very promptly 
attributed it to the devil, and this ingenious ex- 
planation is still persisted m by the missionaries 
and those superstitious, ignorant followers of 
Theology of the piesent, who assert that it is a sm 
even to witness these iierformances, and who 
anathematize the Yohis as agents of Satan. 

Many are the wonders of Hindu Magic. I 
might go on relating a hundred or more of wonder- 
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ful significance, and m every lespect strange, 
which have been witnessed in that gorgeous land 
of the Bast, which, even m this nineteenth century 
of merciless Western materialism, is more of a 
fairyland than Arabia ever was at the time of 
Haroun al Raschid 

That eailiest ciadle of our lace and civilization, 
Hindustan, still holds the key to many Occult mys- 
tenes In the shade of its palm groves, m the 
depths of its jungles, m the wild lecesses of its 
mountains, and behind the walls of its temples and 
lamaseries there yet lurks many a seciet, which 
will tax the ingenuity of your best Western rea- 
soneis foi ages to come 

The Eastern adepts and Hieiophants, through 
- then long piactice of thought and attention, and 
the art of contemplation and ancestral practice for 
centuries, as well as the invocation of the spirits 
of the Astial Plane, have developed an intellectual 
insight, subtlety of thought, power of metaphysical 
analysis and philosophical reasoning which dwarfs 
into insignificance the best product of our Western 
Schools 

There is a stiange fascination m solitude Man, 
that singular admixture of the bestial and divine, 
who m the society of his own species delights m 
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being paltiy and trivial, m developing tlie more 
ignoble and clownish side of his nature, becomes a 
different being when by necessity or choice he is 
left to his own meditations The silence of the 
forests, the stillness of the desert, the vast expanse 
of the ocean, or the unbroken quiet of some 
secluded nook, awaken m him thoughts and feel- 
ings which the bustle of every-day life can never 
engender Then the man is apt to propound to 
himself the great old riddle, and to descend into 
the abysmal depths of his own consciousness 

The Law Foe an Adept 

To one, then, who would become an Adept, and 
enter m earnest upon the process of induction mto 
the higher states and planes of consciousness, the 
importance of recognizing and observing the law 
and adopting the habits which belong to the higher 
life he is seeking, will be appaient That law is 
temperance m eating and drinking, and modera- 
tion in all the functions and 1 elations of sex, avoid- 
ing m both those indulgences which perverted 
activities and abnoimal desires demand 

The Three Specific Occult Steps 

There are but three steps involved in the act of 
withdrawing from the sense-plane (material 
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woild) and enteung into communication until tlie 
things of eitliei tlie psyclnc world 01 the spmtual 
plane, and they are so simple that the humblest 
intellect can compiehend them The fiist is to 
hung the activities of the peisonal ego into abso- 
lute stillness, by diveitmg 01 uitlidi awing the 
attention and thought fiom evei ytlnng 1 elating 
to things foi the sense-life, and eentenng them 
upon the specific object chosen for intei 101 con- 
templation The second is to empty the mind also 
of eveiy thing lelatmg to self-intei est, and lay 
down all pieimpiessions, piejudgments and pei- 
sonal predilections, that the mind may be a peifect 
blank, on which the tiuth, undistuibed 01 unob- 
structed by the bias of prejudice 01 peisonal 
desire, may wnte its own story The thud is to 
firmly hold the mind in this unbiased leceptive 
attitude upon the object m the full expectation of 
thus lecemng the desired tiuth 
It should be lemembeied that on the inner 
psychic plane the soul activities of evei ytlnng pio- 
duce vibiations upon the psvchic 01 etheieal 
atmospheie, which is so subtile and elastic that 
these vibiations extend indefinitely When the 
mind is emptied and still, 01 passive, and opens 
itself to the psvchic plane and the spirit woild, 
and the attention is centeied upon any given object 
01 pei son, the soul vibiations of that paiticulai 
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object become focused upon the psychic organism, 
and awaken m the consciousness of the listener the 
very truth of that which made the vibrations If 
the soul be in a peifectly receptive attitude, and 
you have attained, it can take on the condition and 
thus enter into such sympathetic unity with the 
dominant states of the person or thing upon which 
the attention is fixed that it will sense and know 
them as peifectly as if they were its own, so the 
real character and condition of persons and thmgs 
becomes as tangible and real to the soul of the 
psychometnst as if they were Ins own. v , 

Clairvoyancy 

If, then, any one would enter into the secret life, 
real charactei and true condition of persons and 
thmgs, so as to know the absolute truth concern- 
ing them, he must get mentally still, hold his 
attention steadily upon them, and keep m perfectly 
receptive and unbiased attitude towaid them 
When this attitude of mind and will is perfectly 
held, the vibrations on the psychic ether from the 
spontaneous activities of the object upon which the 
attention is centered, will be gathered up m the 
personal life, and made to 1 eproduce to and in the 
personal consciousness, the original condition that 
produced them, and thus be made to tell their own 
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story without dissimulation or abating one jot or 
tittle of the tiuth m the mattei The same holds 
tiue of any particular or special thing which it is 
desnable and legitimate to know concerning them 
"When the attention is held m this receptive atti- 
tude upon such specific matter to learn the exact 
truth concerning it, that paiticular tiuth will be 
made cleai and certain to the listening conscious- 
ness 

It will thus be seen that this necessary listening 
and leeeptive attitude is possible only when the 
soul desnes the absolute truth independent of all 
prejudgment, or any bias of personal considera- 
tion TFe do not listen to anothei’s conveisation 
while we aie talking to him, neithei can we receive 
the true story of another’s life 01 cliaiacter on 
the psychic plane with oui mmd upon him, full of 
active prejudgment, and the bias of peisonal con- 
siderations 

This attitude of desiring and seeking the truth 
and nothing but the truth, independent of all per- 
sonal consideration and bias, involves also the 
attitude and deteimmation to be absolutely just on 
the basis of this truth, independent of all personal 
consideration or bias of any kind whatsoever 
This attitude will prevent any misuse of the 
knowledge of the truth thus gained, and also keep 
the desire to that only which is legitimate The 
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desire for tliat winch is not legitimate destroys tlie 
condition of reliability 

This twofold attitude is an absolute necessity 
for the successful development and exercise of the 
psychometnc power and tiue spintual seership, 
and the holding of this attitude will most certainly 
enable anyone to do this But for one to hold this 
impersonal and impartial attitude absolutely, he 
will need, as I have said, to come m touch and 
sympathetic unity with the Impel sonal Life and 
Spirit of the Divine and Absolute, which should 
be the fiist or supreme desire of every one This 
awakens and enthrones the divine and impersonal 
ego of his own being, which is always m unity and 
oneness with the astial world, and holds the per- 
sonal life m the consciousness of its spiritual 
supremacy. This is why the wnter emphasizes 
the necessity of fiist opening the spiritual con- 
sciousness and developing the inner or spirit sight, 
and enthroning the spiritual nature m the personal 
life, m which the impel sonal and impartial atti- 
tude becomes the spontaneous and permanent law 
of the life. 

The thiee successive steps, then, which open the 
soul to fiee and unobstructed activity and com- 
munication on both the psychic and spirtual 
planes, may be summed up and briefly stated thus : 
First, get the personal ego still, and empty the 
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min d aud feelings of every bias and standaid o? 
self and sense . that is put ont of the nund every- 
thing relating to the sense-life and the desires of 
self, thus putting the soul in a pei rectiy receptive 
attitude for the unbiased and unobstructed levela- 
tion of tiuth Second: "When this passive state 
is fully induced, fix and hold the attention in the 
passive yet expectant attitude upon the specific 
object about which the truth is desned Third 
These two steps having been fully taken stand 
firmly and peisistently in the receptive and listen- 
ing attitude toward the object for the immediate 
revelation of the truth concerning it and in the 
full expectation of getting it, and ‘aeeoidnig to 
your faith" shall it he done into you This 
receptive state and listening expectant attitude, 
will certainly open the consciousness to the psychic 
vibrations which write uneningly then stoiy on 
the receptive mind 

If. m this third step, we enteitain doubts and 
questionings, we aie not holding the receptive and 
listening attitude This was the constant attitude 
and normal condition of “Jesus The Master." and 
so without study or efiort he always stood in the 
light of absolute tiuth concerning everything with 
which he came into personal relations He said: 
“I can of mine oan self do nothing: gs I hear , I 
judge (alwavs in the listening attitude foi the 
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inner voice or revelation) and my judgment is 
just , because I seek not mine own will, but alivays 
listen to the nine) voice fiom the astial plane ” 

To gam the mastery of these thiee steps, so as 
to be able to assume this attitude at will, requires 
no more qualification, attention and persevering 
application than does the masteiy of any of the 
oidmary accomplishments, as music, art, or the 
mechanical handiciafts of industry, but, 'as m all 
these, the Neophyte may be gieatly helped by the 
personal sympathy and guidance of those who 
have had experience m ovei coming, and have 
attained some degree of expenmental Adeptship ' 
Very few, if any, will succeed absolutely without 
this Even Jesus needed and received the sym- 
pathy and ministry of John the Baptist Where 
two of you aie agreed, etc, it shall be done for 
them 

Theie is one advantage m seekmg the mastery 
of these thiee steps ovei that of the oidmary 
accomplishments of life, and that is the immediate 
help of divine inspiration if the seeker begin at 
the center of his being, since this bungs him at 
once under the tiansformmg chemistry of the 
spiritual life, and the awakenmg touch of the 
quickening power that comes dneetly from the 
Supreme Center of the Divine and Absolute The 
benefit denved from the ministry of others is the 
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lielp they may give m bunging one to the true 
attitude within himself 

He who gams the masteiy of these thiee steps, 
so as to he able to assume and hold this attitude 
at will — nay, to hold it as the peimanent and 
normal attitude of his life, by having applied it to 
the opening and co-ordination of the thiee planes 
of activity m the personal consciousness — has 
gamed the psychometne key to all legitimate 
knowledge, wisdom, seeiship and occult mastery 
of being, and may take his place m the Mighty 
Brotherhood of the Illuminati, Magi, and Hiero- 
phants of the ages, the twice-born Sons of God, 
who is Immanent, and Bxotheis of “Jesus the 
Mastei,” who was the gieatest claiivoyant that 
has ever lived 

Conditions Fob Spibit Sight 

Those who m the tiue sense deserve the appella- 
tion of “ADEPTS” m India aie not the specu- 
lative philosopheis 01 elaborations of cosmogonies 
The leal adepts are often lemaikably deficient m 
philosophical and even general information 

The writer has found among them individuals 
who would be deemed exceedingly ignorant if 
judged by our Western standard of education, 
men, foi instant, who had not the haziest knowl- 
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edge of geography, and to whom even the history 
of their own country was m a great measure a 
sealed book. Yet these men were the custodians 
of Occult power and secrets for which many an 
intellectual giant would readily exchange twenty 
years of Ins life, secrets which so far have success- 
fully baffled the researches of the best Western 
thinkers and experimenters, and which not only 
enabled the possesor to suspend or defy the ordi- 
nary “laws of nature,” but to triumph over time 
and space with an ease and readiness which the 
Greeks hardly dared to attribute to their Olympian 
gods. 

There are among the adepts men of vast mental 
caliber, philosophers in the highest sense, men 
whose society is coveted by the foremost Hindu 
scholars and Western scientists, and who bear the 
stamp of genius m their countenance But they 
are rare exceptions, like everything else that is 
great and noble in this sorrowful world. 

What I desire to dwell upon is the fact that 
adeptslnp in the real esoteric science of India does 
not presuppose great learning or intellectual 
superiority on the part of the initiate * 

* The years of probation and the almost incredible hardships 
•which arc often inflicted upon the Neophyte before ho is deemed 
worthy of reception into the “brotherhood,” are more intended 
to test his physical endurance and observe his trustwoitbiness than 
to increase Ins store of mfoimation 
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Specific Methods 01 Concentb vtion

Tlie great principle which undeihes the almost 
endless modification of Hindu Occultism may be 
embodied m the teim “ABSTRACTION”— 
namelv, the attainment of as complete a state of 
intiospective vision as possible, by the withdrawal 
of the senses of sight, healing, touch, etc , fiom the 
external woild 

Perhaps it will be of advantage to the leader if 
I heie descube a little more fully what is meant 
by mtiospeetion Suppose a mathematician m 
ordei to mastei some intricate pioblem weie to 
seek lefuge within the solitude of Ins four walls 
and endeavor to concentiate his mind completely 
iipon the task befoie him Now, if his success 
depended upon his power to leach complete 
abstraction, he would speedily discover that he was 
far from leaching the desired goal, although he 
might secuie solitude, he would not be able to 
exclude sound, for vauous noises aie bound to 
reae 1 and attiact pait of Ins attention, in spite of 
the most rigid application of his will 

Assuming, however, that all sound were ex- 
cluded, there aie impressions of sight which are 
an equal if not a gi eater obstacle m the path of 
lm w o would seek to attain the introspective 
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He might resort to the simple method of shut- 
ting his eyes, hoping thereby to get nd of the 
external world and reach the introspective state. 
Futile effort f There still would remain the con- 
sciousness of that fact that objects of vanous 
kinds weie sm i ounding him, which is a distuibmg 
influence 

Now, granting that the peiceptions of sound, 
sight, and even touch, could foi a time at least be 
completely extinguished, there still would remain 
of this or that soirow of fiustrated hopes, of busi- 
ness troubles, of all the petty vexations and annoy- 
ances of life 

Unless these also be completely annihilated, 
there can be no such thing as absti action in the 
sense of the esoteric philosophy of India The 
various methods followed by the students of 
Occultism m the Far East, fiom the fakir to the 
greatest adept, have only one sole aim — namely, 
the attainment of a state of complete introspec- 
tion 01 interior concentration of the mmd 

When this condition is leached, as all Masters 
know, “The mmd is a scroll upon which nature 
will wnte ” In other words, the Adept in that 
state identifies himself with the Astral world or 
universal consciousness, and partakes in a meas- 
ure of the divine attribute of omniscience as well 
as omnipotence 
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Crystal Gazing Among the Hindu Seers 

Among the Hindu Seeis and initiates the piac- 
tice of ciYstal-gazing is laigely followed as a 
means of enfoicing the introspective condition 
A piece of ciystal, usually polished (Japanese 
halls of lock ciystal about thiee inches m diam- 
etei are m common use all ovei India), is placed 
before the observei, who will seek some solitary 
spot and steadily gaze on the shining surface 
The student who piactices ciystal -gazing will 
obtain lesults which will he a surpuse and a 
revelation to him 

The eye should he placed on a level with the 
crystal and about ten inches away from the latter ; 
a light must be adjusted sideways, so that its image 
is not m the line of vision, and a piece of black 
cloth should he suspended behind the 'crystal 
"Within less than two minutes the Adept has 
attained a degiee of mtiospection, and will then 
behold m the Astial light which will envelop the 
ciystal suiface whatevei he wishes to ascertain, 
foi instance, what a ceitain peison is doing at a 
certain moment Even the past and future will 
become levealed and he can lead your past and 
futuie as easily as you aie reading this page 
A little piactice two 01 three tunes a day will 
enable almost any one to leach this degiee of 
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Occultism, and the clearness of the images thus 
obtained, coupled with the conectness of the in- 
formation, will be an everlasting surprise to the 
Neophyte 

Of course, what he apparetly sees in the crystal 
is m reality transpnmg m the Astral light He 
has reached a degree of mtiospective vision, but 
is obliged to make use of some external tangible 
object, which for the time being becomes his 
medium. A plain or concave mnror, set in a 
wooden frame, and floated upon water, will answer 
the same purpose, and many Fakirs enforce the 
abstract condition by meiely gazing into the water 
which they have poured into a small eaithen bowl 

The bieathmg exeicises resorted to by the so- 
called Hatha Yogha school of Occultism have no 
other purpose than to identify the consciousness 
of the individual with that of the astral plane, and 
fifty pages might be filled with a description of 
the endless variety of methods which this school 
enjoins 

The true adept, however, who has attained to 
the highest pinnacles of esoteric wisdom, scorns to 
make use of these external and to him childish 
modes of mtiospection, he has come to recognize 
that “the tnith lies ivithm the depth of Ins own 
consciousness,” and he can place himself m the 
abstract state within a few seconds by mere will 
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powei, whereas, the begnmei identifies the occult 
phenomena with the eiystal, the muroi or the 
magic cup, which he conespondmgly leverences 
and regaids of great value m assisting hnn to get 
a staitA

The exercise of THAUMATURGIC POWER by 
the Christ and his Apostles has mistakenly been 
legarded as a supernatural and miraculous gift, 
bestowed for an exceptional purpose, instead of 
the working of an OCCULT law to be piactically 
studied, mastered and applied m universal experi- 
ence. 

There is not the slightest warrant for the 
mnacle view in. the teaching of either Jesus or his 
Apostles On the contrary, this power was spe- 
cifically emphasized by them as the legitimate fruit

and that “Jesus the Mastei ” clearly intimated 
that they aie for and should be expeiienced by the 
Master’s followers. 

It will he further noticed that the source of the 
new and higher knowledge, wisdom and power 
here recognized and specifically emphasized as free 
to all, is applied to the direct and enduement of 
the spmt (not spirits or angels), but the SU- 
PREME and UNIVERSAL SPIRIT, from which 
men, as well as angels, deuve their life, their intel- 
ligence and their powei, and to which, therefoie, 
all alike, the humblest as well as the most exalted, 
have equal access 

Those who can read between the lines may have

of limited undei standing aie peifectly mnaeulous 
Apait fiom the matenal piogiess 01 outwaid 
development which the Hindus had alieady at- 
tained, which they aie apt to call pielnstoric, as 
evinced by the splendoi of then buildings and the 
luxunes and the lefinement of then civilization m 
geneial, it would seem as if this gieatest and most 
subtle of Aiyan laces had developed an innei life 
evenmoie stiange and wondeiful 
Let those who aie imbued with the pievalent 
modem conceit that the Westemeis have leached 
the highest pinnacle of intellectual cultuie, 01 that 
Orthodoxy is light, go to India Let them go to 
the land of mysteiy, which was ancient when the 
Si eat Alexandei ciossed the INDUS with his 
wan 101 s, ancient when ABRAHAM THE JEW 
loamed the plains of CHALDEA with his cattle, 
ancient when the fiist pyramid was built, and if, 
aftei a caieful study of Hindu magic, life, leligion, 
and philosophy, the mqunei is still of the opinion 
that the palm of intellectual advancement belongs 
to the westemworld,oi that Oithodox Cknstianity 
is not founded on a fabulous Jewish Myth, let him 
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lose no time in having bus own cianium exam- 
ined*. The HINDUS owing to their intense love 
for solitary meditation, which ha* been one of 
their pionotineed chaiacteiistics nom time lin- 
memonal, ha\c .requited mental faculties of which 
the mateiiali'ds have no conception. 

Theie aie m man latent powers which aie sii"- 
ceptible of the highest cultine, and it is mote than 
piobable that a faculty once ai oust’d and pei-U'-t- 
entlv exeici&ed foi a number ot generations may 
develop into a pennunent cbaiacteiistie 

It would seem as if among the HINDUS specu- 
lative philosophy had been the luling fancy fiom 
a very i emote antiquity, and, moieotei, that kind 
of philosophy which does not depend upou an 
interchange of idea foi its adxnncement, but is 
based almost entnelv upon intuition, vu, upon 
the cultivation of ceitain mysterious innate facul- 
ties, which are presumed to he dormant e\en in 
the breast of the savage They have accomplished

explaining its absurdities in an lllogic il niannei, and, instead of 
walking erect in tho dignity of a latunial mauhood, staggering 
along m a blind stupor, pioduced bv tho fumes of mysticism, 
superstition and Dogmatic Theologj 
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and liave ceitamly come neaier tlie tiuth than the 
Western matenalist, with his endless empincahsm 
and expenmental toituie ot mattei 
The HINDUS m then effoits to raise the veil 
which hides the mystenes of time and space, dis- 
coveied that which is apt to cause extieme sui- 
pnse m the Western NEOPHYTE, and which is 
destined to play a gieat pait m the futiue of this 
country. Then tnumph m this dnection was the 
discoveiy and application of that stiange 
PSYCHIC POECE known to the Western people 
as HYPNOTISM 

The Amenean people have just begun to leal- 
lze that theie is such a foice, and aie on the 
threshold, as it weie, of a dominion which is as 
boundless as it is maivelous But the discovenes 
which are being made today weie made ages ago 
by the eaily SASCRITIC INDIANS and IRA-

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CHAPTER III 

The Hindu’s and Dogmatic Theology 

The ancient Hindu’s idea of God differed much 
from the modem notion that He thrusts the 
wicked, and very often the innocent also, whom 
He has predestmated to sin, and who are undoubt- 
edly a portion of Himself, and made in His own 
image, into burning lakes and pitchy gulfs, where 
they are everlastingly tormented by revengeful 
and spiteful devils, with no view to their amend- 
ment, with no pretense to their operating as an 
example, with no possibility of their escape. And 
so fond is God their Father of subjecting His 
childien to this fiery tartarus that He employs 
the chief of the devils to tempt them into sinful- 
ness (He Himself having no prescience or fore- 
knowledge as to how they will act when tempted), 
so that He may reward them for their resistance — 
which is generally unaccomplished — or torment 
them for their submission, which unhappily is 
their most usual fate And this chief devil pos- 
sesses enormous power, is omnipresent, is the 
Prince of Air or Space , is almost next to God in 
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soveieign dominion, and m contnvmg intellect, 
and wages eveilastmg wai with the Almighty and 
his pme spmts , noi can the Omnipotent Makei 
and Master of the Univeise 1 educe him to submis- 
sion, 01 lepiess his wickedness, hut is simp y con 
stiamed as well as he can to counteiact his hoi- 
nble devices Gieat scliolais aigue foi this , giea 
chuiclimen hold it, the masses aie taught t ia 1 
is divine tiutli, but somehow 01 other man s in- 
stinct lebels against it, and tlieie lests at 0 
bottom of almost eveiy human heait an mna e 
notion that it is all a lie, imagined 01 invented m 
the days of Jewish 01 monkish baibansm o 
f lighten the ignoiant, but wholly without any 
wananty m fact 

Eternal damnation oitliodoxy holds to be e 
tine end and punishment of all who m then lives 
deny a heaven 

The fact, howevei, of the Hindu’s'* idea of Goc , 
and then knowledge of celestial laws, being so

that theie was nothing but impiety ? The answer 
seems to me to be this, that the Chinch, whethei 
of Borne, 01 of Luther, which now sways the con- 
sciences of men, wages an incessant wai upon the 
acquisition of ti ue Knowledge , and perpetually 
intei fetes to dwaif the intellect and to destioy the 
giowth of education That the Popes for the fiist 
fifteen hundied years of Chnstendom, and fioin 
thence also until this moment did, and have done, 
all they could, to Keep the woild in a state of bar 
bansm , is now a truism so un wet sally acknowl- 
edged, and so loudly pioclaimed by P> otestant 
wi iteis, that no man would condescend to atgue 
it, for to do so would imply that the matte) might 
be disputed , o) that oiu senses had deceived us as 
to the patent facts That gieat scholais arose in 
those daik ages pioves nothing, foi those men 
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were not the children of the papacy, but were the 
disciples and missionaries of knowledge, and they 
were as entirely independent of that odious super- 
stition as if it had no existence The Papal chut ch, 
supt erne m Europe, was based on ignotance, and 
could only be maintained while ignotance con- 
tinued. The whole efforts of the clergy, therefore, 
have been and aie directed to this one end, to keep 
the wot Id m then leading strings, by ctushmg out 
the mind of the wotld That they did so, and suc- 
ceeded, histoiy proves; that they still laboi in the 
awful and unholy calling is clear to all who take 
the tiouble to investigate , and that to this one end 
the soldiers of that feaiful fab) ic must necessai ily 
adheie or be destioyed is the inevitable conclusion 
to which those an we who have found hei to be 
Falsehood, and ivho know that Knowledge is hei 
deadly foe. 

The Lutheran churches piu sue the same com se. 
Holding to a creed devised by a nai row-minded 
and Mitei ate monk, whose early training had for- 
ever mcapacitated him from bioad, comprehensive 
or enlightened views, who, though a passionate 
thinker and a bold writer, and a man of daring 
courage, was absolutely ignoiant of everything 
but mere monastic theology, than which it would 
be difficult to discover more exquisite fooling, and 
who m his later years of beer and bigotry was so 
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mmetsed m vulgai squabbles about maniacal 
dogmas , that he had no time, even if he possessed 
the intellect, to enlarge his stock of ideas The 
Piotestant sects, dissipated into a thousand 
despicable conventicles, eveiy one of which calls 
itself “Chust’s people,” have clung with desper- 
ate tenacity to the smallest and most degiadmg 
notions of the power, ma3esty and wisdom of the 
Supieme Being, of the univeisality of His Laws, 
and the unchanging giandeui of His attubutes — 
notions that would shock a Pagan, but which le- 
ceive a leady appioval among the simple savages 
of the South Seas, 01 the daik-skmned lowly 
races of Afuca With these communities the 
Divine Pabncator of the Umveise is a white-tied 
paison, with the wi etched changing passions, and 
the still moie wi etched wants and necessities of a 
paison, now eniaged, now capneious, now deceit- 
ful, now encoui aging deceit, bieathmg pestilence 
and death upon the very beings whose heaits lie 
has haidened so as to make them ment these 
calamities, sweating many oaths (foi the Bible 
says God will smite and curse the childien of the 
eaith), and immediately aftei violating those 
oaths, the mstigatoi to muidei, the pation of in- 
cest, the paidonei of adulteiy, the seducei of a 
j oung vngm who was the affianced wife of an- 
other, so that tiue Chustianity between Peter and 
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Paul is like Jesus crucified between two thieves 
But why pursue the dreadful theme? or why com- 
mit to punt the fearful thoughts that naturally 
arise m the mind, as the Atheist God of Petro- 
Paulite, Europe and xVmenca looms up before us, 
covered with the blood of millions, whom a belief 
m his daik mystery has borne into luin 
Let those who desne to know moie on this sub- 
ject, and the Bible, ivhich histoi y shows is a 
foigeiy, lead the authors two late books, “The 
Immanence of God, Know Thyself “ 432 pages, 
and “God, The Bible, Tiuth, and Chnstian Theol- 
ogy , 570 pages, and he will have his eyes opened 
as they have nevei been befo) e.

CHAPTER IV 
Spirit or Astpal Sight 

Most every living person possesses tlie natural 
gift of Clairvoyance or eleai ‘ Spmt Sight” to a 
very marked degiee, and yet do not know what use 
to make of their gift Many people possess this 
power m an undeveloped state, capable of develop- 
ment to any extent when they will use these gifts 
to their advantage and take proper means to 
unfold them 

Clairvoyance, or Astial Sight (state of intro- 
spection), is not a sixth sense as some writers 
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wiongly state, it is the true development of man’s 
oidmary inner or Spiritual Sight, which has been 
stunted and injured by the materialism and igno- 
rance which mles the world today 

Live a natuial life, as did the old Seeis, philos- 
opheis, m the by-gone ages, when the highest and 
best only leigned supieme, and men and women 
weie taught to introduce the state of mt) ospection 
at will, and you can develop all your spiritual gifts 
or inner sight. 

The fiist consideration is, of couise, the rules 
for sitting, the necessaiy piecautions for develop- 
ment, and the best time and conditions which are 
to be adopted by the would-be See> m his attempts 
at unfoldment You must also study all that has 
been said here about the interior focalization of 
the mind That you will succeed if you follow any 
one of the methods I am teaching you is certain, 
and you will have phenomenal success if you will 
only peiseveie and cleanse 'your mmd from all 
soi did matenal and unwoithy thoughts. 

In a word, unless you will attempt to live the 
Life, you cannot attain more than the ordinary gift 
of Crystal Gazing, but if you will go on and seek 
higher, and believe you will succeed, you cannot 
have any limit to the extent of your spirit and 
Astral Sight m any place, at any time and under 
any conditions 
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You will be able to mti oduce Spnit Sight at will, 
and read in the Astial Light the mystenes ot the 
past, piesent and futuie, both m youi own life 
and in that of otheis, all will be as an open book 
to you and the amount of this knowledge you 
choose to leveal to otheis will be entirely depend- 
ent on youi own good judgment 
The conditions of health to be sought aie — 

1st The better youi health, the eleaier your 
vision, although many people m mdiffeient health 
do see, yet they have not the gieatei poweis You 
should live as fai as possible m the fiesh an, take 
a reasonable amount of exeicise, and tiy to hold 
the thought of health and punty evei befoie you 
2nd Cleanliness is essential, this includes body 
and clothes, you should bathe all ovei once a week 
and change youi linen at least once or twice a 
week or oftenei, if possible 
3rd Diet is also a necessity and I can assure 
you that you will not develop satisfactorily if you 
eat too much meat, as it causes heat and mkannony 
m the blood, distuibs the system, generating an 
nutating condition and causes the people who eat 
it to give off a coaise led aura, 01 astral force, 
which I will explain latei, entirely opposed to all 
conditions essential to spnit sight At any late, 
eat as little as possible, but the amount of jnogiess 
you make almost entnely depends upon your 
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absolute belief and faith that you will succeed, for 
without ti ue faith you will accomplish nothing 
All doubt and disbelief that you will be able to 
develop your inner sight must be discarded 

The next question is that of bieathmg, this has 
a great deal to do with the development of your 
Astral Sight. 

Draw m a deep slow breath, and exhale very 
slowly, tiy this duung the sitting foi the first week 
and then change to the following . — 

Inhale with closed mouth while you count foil) , 
hold the b) eath while you count sixteen and exhale 
slowly while you count eight ( mentally , of couise) 
Have the room m which you sit clean and free 
from impuiities, with plenty of fresh air. Some 
fresh-cut flowers to place near your ciystal or 
whatever you use for a medium are very desirable 
but not absolutely necessary. The question arises 
what class of persons are most likely to develop 
and succeed m obtaining’ the state of introspec- 
tion'? I can f lankly inform you that all people can 
develop, provided they aie faithful and believe, for 
“ accoi ding to your faith be it unto you ” 

Positive, magnetic people make the best Seeis 
as a rule, although the fair and languid type often 
develop into excellent Seeis, but their visions are 
seldom quite as reliable as the positive type 
quoted The necessary qualifications are self con- 
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tiol, the powei of concentration and the desne to 
attain these gifts of the spa it, togethei with gen- 
uine faith 

Now, having attained the necessaiy qualifica- 
tions, decide to have confidence m youiself and 
make np your mind to mean business, then set the 
time of sitting, which should he kept leligiously 
I will now assume that you aie leady to com- 
mence, but before you stait male up youi mind 
that, ivhat otheis have done you can and mil do, 
and that if you fail the fault is youi own You 
must help youiself Nobody can do foi you what 
you must do for youiself 

The Black Mirror or Crystal 

Take a comfoi table chair and sit facing the 
North, sit at least thiee feet fiom the Crystal, if 
using the Black Mnror hold it at aim’s length 
before you (full instructions foi the making of tins 
Minor will be given you m a later lesson), but 
whatever you do, do not permit another to handle 
01 touch your ball 01 glass, and do not set it upon 
a stand during youi setting Set it upon a cushion 
of black velvet — let this lest on the table 
When not using the Ciystal learn to “Think 
without watching,” that is to say, learn to with- 
draw your attention fiom things aiound yon and 
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center it mwaidly It tlien you will be thinking, 
but not watching things ai ound you m the material 
world 

Try to take your exercise the same hour daily 
and sit for at least fifteen mmutes, increasing it 
to half an hour, as you feel able, but as soon as 
your eyes glow tued stop and rest them 
Fix your eyes upon the glass, but without effort, 
311st watch it naturally, and without taking them 
away at all fix you) mincl upon the glass 
“Watch quietly without thinking ” 

Can you understand what I mean by that — I 
want you to make your mind quite blank, ready 
to leceive the pictuies and impressions that will 
come to you fiom the mirror, simply ivatch and 
breathe — breathe and watch — have belief and faith 
and get as quiet as possible. 

Now, after a time, I do not say at the first sit- 
ting, you will see scenes or faces form m the glass, 
sometimes a cloud foims all over it and soft milky 
clouds float aiound it, and after these clear off 
faces, symbols and scenes appear clearly m the 
glass But moie often you will see by your astral 
or spirit sight a face or some scene, now dim, now 
bright, then this will fade away and other faces 
appear, or perhaps symbols, figures or even let- 
ters So as far as this goes, of course, the Seer 
can work by himself, but when it comes to further 
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development and tlie mteipietation of sjinbols, 
the question of seeing without any means of con- 
centiation, such as the Ciystal, then you have 
need of fuithei mstiuetion 

Spirit Sight 

The phase of Astial oi Spuit Sight, just cited 
above, is easily piodnced and should be ai lived at 
aftei a week 01 so of piactice, if the conditions 
aie fulfilled and you have had absolute confidence 
and faith m youiself You must not foiget the 
necessity of mental punty, foi a soul which is 
impiegnated with love foi humanity, and fiee 
fiom jealousy, hatied and evil of any land is 
necessaiy if you want good lesults m any business 
It is well to make notes of the symbols, faces 
and scenes which appeal m the Ciystal and to 
keep them foi fuithei lefeience, for you must 
learn to mtei pi etate them 
Mi C TT T Leadbeatei , m lus volume, “The 
Othei Side of Death,” says 

Clairvoyance in Spiritualism 

“Many of the phenomena commonly displayed 
at a spnituahstic gatheimg aie simply the mani- 
festation of the oidmaiy poweis and faculties 
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natural to the astial plane, such as axe possessed 
by every dead man ” “I have aheady explained 
m my little woik on Clau voyance ^hat these 
poweis aie, and any one vho will take the trouble 
to read that will see how cleaily the possession of 
such sense accounts for the faculty so often ex- 
hibited by the dead of leading a closed book or 
a sealed letiei, 01 desenbing the contents of a 
locked box ” “I have had lepeated evidence 
through many difteient mediums of the posses- 
sion of this powei ; sometimes the knowledge Ob- 
tained by its means was given out tlnough the 
medium’s body m tiance-speakmg, and at other 
times it was expiessed duectlv by the dead man, 
either m his own voice or by slate-wnting ” 
“These astial faculties sometimes include a cer- 
tain amount of piovision, though this is possessed 
m veiy vaiying degiees , and they also frequently 
give the power of psyehometry and of looking 
back to some extent into events of the past ” 
“The way m which this is sometimes done is 
shown m the following story, given to us by Dr. 
Lee, m his Glimpses of the Sapeniatu) al } vol. li, 
p 146 ” 

The Missing Papers 

“A commercial him at Bolton, m Lancashire, 
had found that a considerable sum of money which 
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had been sent to then bank by a confidential cleik 
had not been placed to then credit ” “The clerk 
lemembered the fact of taking the money, though 
not the paiticulais, but at the bank nothing was 
known of it The cleik, feeling that he was liable 
to suspicion m the mattei, and anxious to eluci- 
date it, sought the help of a spint-inedium The 
medium piomised to do hei best Having heaid 
the stoiy, she piesently passed into a land of 
tiance Shoitly after, she said ‘I see you go to 
the bank — I see you go to such and such a pait of 
the bank — I see you hand some papeis to a cleik — 
I see him put them m such and such a place undei 
some othei papeis — and I see them theie now ’ ” 
“The cleik went to the bank, dnected the 
cashiei wheie to look foi the money, and it was 
found, the cashiei afterwaids lemembeimg that 
m the huny of business he had theie deposited 
it A 1 elation of mine saw this stoiy m a news- 
papei at the time, and wiote to the film m ques- 
tion, the name of which was given, asking whether 
the facts weie as stated He was told m ieply 
that they weie The gentleman who was applied 
to, having corrected one 01 two unimportant de- 
tails m the above nai ration, wiote on Novembei 
9, 1874 ‘Your account is a collect one I have 
the answei of the fiim to my enquny at home 
now.’ ” 
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“The description given does not make it abso- 
lutely clear whether this was a case of clanvoy- 
ance on the part of the medium, or of the use of 
ordmaiy faculty by a dead man; but since the 
medium passed into a trance-condition the latter 
supposition seems the more piobable The dead 
man could easily gather from the clerk’s mind 
the earlier part of his stoiy, and thus put himself 
en rapp 01 1 with the scene, and then by following 
it to its close he was able to supply the informa- 
tion lequned Here is the authenticated record 
of another good example of such a case, m which 
the power of thought-reading is much more promi- 
nently exhibited, since all the questions weie men- 
tal It is extracted from the Repoit on Spmtual- 
ism, published by Longman, London, m 1871, and 
is to be found m the Examination of the Mastei 
of Lindsay , p 215 


A Lost Will 

“A friend of mine was veiy anxious to find the 
will of his grandmother, who had been dead forty 
years, but could not even find the certificate of 
her death I went with hun to the Maishalls, and 
we had a seance , we sat at a table, and soon the 
raps came, my friend then asked his questions 
mentally , he went over the alphabet himself, or 
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sometimes I did so, not knowing the question 
We weie told (that) the will liad been diawn by a 
man named William Waltei, who lived at White- 
chapel, the name of the stieet and the number of 
the house weie given We went to Whitechapel, 
found the man, and subsequent! v, thiougli his aid, 
obtained a copy of the diaft, he was quite un- 
known to us, and had not always lived m that 
locality, foi he had once seen bettei days The 
medium could not possibly have known anything 
about the mattei, and even if she had, hei knowl- 
edge would have been of no avail, as all the ques- 
tions weie mental ones ” 

Clairvoyant ‘ Readings ” 

This powei of clairvoyance is also frequently 
displayed m a nnnoi way at the weekly meetings 
of winch I have spoken After the tiance addiess 
is ovei, the medium usually expi esses hei leadi- 
ness to give descuptions, 01 leadings,” as they 
are often called, of the sui roundings of various 
membeis of the audience Where the cnele is a 
small one, something will be said to each of its 
membeis m turn, if there be a laige numbei gath- 
ered together, individuals will be selected and 
called up foi special attention 

I have heaid stukmg fragments of pnvate 
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family history brought out m this way— cases 
which bore every rnaik of genuineness, but m the 
majority of such meetings as I have attended the 
descriptions weie exceedingly vague, and had a 
rather suspicious adaptability about them The 
conversation would usually lun somewhat along 
these lines * 

Medium (supposed to be entranced, but speak- 
ing w ith exactly her noimal contempt for aspnates 
and grammatical rules) “There’s an old gent 
with white ’air a-standm’ be’md that lady m the 
coiner ” 

Enthusiastic and C\ editions Sittei “Lor! that 
must be my father!” 

Medium “Yes, he smiles, he nods his ’ed, 
he’s so pleased that you know linn. I can see 
lus white beaid regulaily shaking, he’s so glad ” 

Sit to “Ain’t it wonderful ! But father didn’t 
hu\e no beaid befoie he passed ovei ; ii’iaps he’s 
giown one since, or p’laps it’s my uncle Jnn, he 
Used to have a heard ” 

Midmm “Ah* ves, that’s who it is; he nods 
his ’ed again, and smiles.; he wants to tell you ’ow 
’app\ he is.” 

Sittei . eU, now ! ju^t to think of pool uncle 
dim coming like thus! Why, it's moie than Unity 
scut ago ho was di owned at >ca when I was quite 
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a gul, ’an’some young cliap he was, too ' not moie 
than five-and-twenty, and to he diownded like 
that'” 

Medium “Uni ' yes— yes— ah ' I see him moie 
clearly now — yes, you’ie light It's not a white 
beaid — it’s the white undeislnit what sailois 
weais— that’s what it is'” 

Chonis “How lovely ' how wondei ful' Ain’t 
it beautiful to think they can come back like this '” 

I have heaid just about that soit of conversation 
a scoie of times, and it is natuially not calculated 
to pioduce a very lobust faith m that paiticulai 
medium Yet peihaps thiougli the veiy same 
illiterate woman theie would come on anothei oc- 
casion some message about a mattei of which she 
could by no possibility have known anything — a 
message which she could never have evolved fiom 
hei sordid consciousness by any amount of clumsy 
guess-work 


A Private Test 

I lemember on one such occasion applying a 
little pnvate test of my own to a medium m a 
poor London subuib She was a coaise-loolang 
woman, whom I had never seen befoie, but she 
seemed earnest enough, though fai fiom cultuied 
She went on fiom one membei of the ciicle to an-

other, monotonously describing behind each of 
them spirits with flowing robes and smiling faces ; 
she varied the story a little in my own case by 
giving me “a dark-looking foreign gentleman, 
with something white round his head, ’ ’ which may 
very possibly have been true enough, or may have 
been meiely a coincidence 
It occuned to me to try whether she could see a 
thought-form, so as a change from all these rev- 
el end white-haired spints with flowing lobes, I 
set myself to pioject as' strong a mental image as 
I could construct of two chubby boys m Etons, 
standmg behind the chair of the member of the 
circle who was next m order for examination 
Sure enough, when that person’s turn came, the 
medium (01 the man speaking through her, if there 
was one) described my imaginary boys with toler- 
able accuracy, and represented them as sons of 
the lady behind whom they stood. The latter de- 
nied this, explammg that her sons weie grown 
men, and the medium then suggested grandchil- 
dren, which was also repudiated, so the mysteiy 
remained unsolved But fiom the incident I de- 
duced two conclusions First, that either the me- 
dium was genuinely clairvoyant or there really 
was a dead person speaking through her ; and sec- 
ondly, that whoever was concerned had not yet 
sufficient discernment to distinguish a thought- 
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foimmatenalized on tlie astial plane from a living 
ashal body .” — The Othe> Side of Death, by C W. 
Leadbeatei 

So fai I have only "been dealing witli Spirit Sight 
for yomself, and foi development only, but when 
the more impoitant question anses of seeing for 
othei people, much the same conditions aie le- 
quned; let the person who seeks a seance or 
leading sit m fiont of you and take off his glove, 
touch his hand quite lightly with one of your 
fingers to establish communication between you, 
or what is called ll )appo>t,” then you must look 
earnestly and quietly into the glass and tell ex- 
actly what you see or what is given to you, le- 
membei that on no account must you leason, to do 
so is fatal , simply make youi mmd blank and say 
what comes mto youi head, do not think that it 
may be impiobable and so refiam fiom voicing it, 
the things which come to you m this way will be 
eoneet, you do not know why, you cannot know 
what lefeience they will have to the affans of 
your client but will find them true 
Unless the Crystal Vision is very true and cleai 
you will find that many things half foimed m the 
glass will come to youi nnnd as quite vivid pic- 
tuies, since it is not the vntue of the glass but 
youi own Spuit Sight which can lead the Aura 
01 see in the Astial light of those who consult you 
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Bock Crystal or Hindu Beryl 

The real Bock Crystal or Beryl is very expen- 
sive, quite a small one costing $50, but you can get 
an excellent Crystal or lmpoited spkeie for $3 
that mil do equally as well, or the Magic or Black 
Mirror, the materials for making which will cost 
you about $3.50. 

Aura or Astral Light 

To return to the Aura or Astral Light, this is a 
very important consideration, since as soon as you 
are able to perceive this about a person you can 
lead meanings m the play of its color as it sur- 
rounds every man, woman and child 

The Aura or Astral Light is a mist-like emana- 
tion which arises fiom eveiy animate and inani- 
mate object 

The Aura or Astral Light thrown off by people 
is composed of tmy atoms of so minute a character 
it is entuely impel ceptible to the naked eye, but is 
cleaily visible to those who have succeeded m so 
controlling themselves that they can obtain the 
state of introspection and see spintually at will. 
This is lefeired to often m Eui ope and America 
as Clciu voycint Sight The Aura is of the natuie 
of a cloud which entuely sunounds the person sit- 
ting, and it is through reading this either know- 
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mgly 01 unconsciously that tlie Clauvoyant is able 
to deduce tlie events m the lives of those aiound 
bun 

The ability to see this Aura 01 lead m the 
Astial Light, is only acquned after long practice 
and psychic tiaming, which means that you have 
to sit legulaily, to eat tempeiately, to have com- 
plete contiol ovei temper, youi feelmgs, ti ue faith 
and belief in youi self to get >esults, and also it 
means sexual punty and continence, 3 r et without 
doubt the lesults moie than lepay one for the 
effort lequned to obtain them 

It is best when the clairvoyant faculty 01 your 
Spmt Sight has been developed to the necessary 
degiee, to sit looking quietly at the subject, with- 
out winking the eyes at all, make the mmd blank 
and gaze veiy steadily foi at least ten or fifteen 
minutes m silence , at the end of that tune you will 
peiceive by youi Spmt Sight the health Aura 01 
Astial Light, which is a kind of bluish giey mist 
ansmg fiom the body, when you see this you 
aie getting on and othei developments may be 
expected to follow* 

Mi C W Leadbeatei in speahng of Astial 
Thought-foi ms in his noil, “ The Othei Side of 
Death,” sags 

“Every thought of the man which is connected 
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with self or tainted by any desire for his own gam 
instantly draws lound itself matter of the astral 
plane as well as of the mental, and remains hover- 
ing round him If any man yields frequently to 
thoughts of this type, he makes for himself exceed- 
ingly strong thought-forms, which are constantly 
fed and rendered moi e and more powerful by each 
lecuirence of the feeling During physical life 
these are invisible to him, although their influence 
is constantly leacting upon him and tending to 
repioduce m him the thought which created them; 

0 but after death they become visible and haunting 
forms fiom which he cannot escape, because their 
attraction to him is of the very essence of their 
natuie In many cases it is in this way that men 
first come to lealize how ugly and hateful some of 
their thoughts may be, and so they learn to exer- 
cise more rigid supei vision over them 
A man may sometimes find himself surrounded 
by thoughts which are not his own, foi if any one 
else is directing towaids him any strong feeling, 
whether it be of love or hate, of joy or sonow, 
he will eeitamly find the thought-foim which ex- 
pi esses it hovei mg about him, and will feel within 
himself the effect of its vibrations It is m this 
way that the strong thoughts of love and the 
friendly wish which should accompany a remem- 
brance of the dead produce so beneficent a lesult 
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upon them We may, if we will, sunound the 
friend whom we have “lost” with a rosy cloud of 
affectionate thought, through which he will see 
eveiythmg couleui de lose, so that it may he a 
ventable shield foi him fiom unpleasant in- 
fluences, and its own action upon him will also 
tend to stn up within him sympathetic feelings 
of affection, and to calm all distuibances A ref- 
erence to Plate ix m Man Visible and Invisible 
will show how the thought-foim of affection is 
shaped within the astial body of the thinker, and 
m the illustrations to Mis Besant’s aiticle upon 
“Thought Foims” m Lncifei, September, 1896, 
the thought-foim will be seen lushing on its way 
towaids its object 

Othei thought-foims aie less pleasant than this; 
and sometimes it is no small pait of the letnbu- 
tion which ovei takes the man who duung eartlr- 
life has tieated others haishly to see aftei death 
the thought-forms of those whom he has injured, 
and to feel the vibiations which ladiate fiom 
them On the conti aiy, one who has been widely 
loved is veiy much helped and uplifted by the cur- 
lents of thought directed to him A very notice- 
able example of this was seen m the case of Hei 
Majesty the late Queen Victoria, whose lapid 
passage into the heaven- woi Id was undoubtedly 
due to the millions of loving and grateful thought- 
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fojtms which were sent to her , as well as to her 
own mheient goodness 

Unfortunately theie aie sometimes men who 
deserve the distrust or anger of many, instead of 
their love It has sometnnes faied hardly after 
death with those whose financial operations have 
heartlessly ruined hundreds of peojile, for the 
forms which suriound them in menacing crowds 
have often caused them the utmost horror and 
remorse. The thought-form has no intelligence 
of its own, and has only a temporary existence, 
the length of which is determined by the energy 
put into the thought m the fiist place. Never- 
theless it is impossible for the man towards whom 
it is dnected to escape from it, since the very 
cause of its existence, the essence of its being, is 
its attraction towards him. He may, if he knows 
how to do so, surround himself with a shell which 
will pi event its vibrations from affecting him, he 
may (again if he knows how to do it) bieak up 
and dissipate that thought-foim by an effort of 
his will, but while it exists it will clmg to him 
with the tenacity of a limpet Usually thought- 
forms coming fiom different persons retain their 
individuality and have each of them a distinct 
impress of the mind from which they came, but 
under certain circumstances it has been found 
that it is possible for the thought-forms gener- 
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ated by many persons to coalese into one gigantic 
phantom, and if this be of an unpleasant nature, 
the result may be very terrible — The Other Side 
of Death, by Leadbeatei 

The meaning attached to Thought-fonns and 
Httmaw Auea nVl be given in a late > lesson 

Claibvotaxt os Astbal Sight. 

Xow so far as the different kinds of Clairvoy- 
ance or degiees of Astral 01 Spixit Sight axe con- 
cerned, I shall place normal Spiiit Sight first 

The only uataial and nonnal Spint Sight or 
vision is obtained by so coni lolling youiself that 
you can by yoai omi faith and uill bring about 
the inxeiioi focahzaiion of the mind at mil. 

Clairvoyance in a trance condition, when the 
subject is at the mercy of chance spirits, is not 
always leliable and seldom as clear as the nonnal 
vision, which is the result of self-induction. 

Clairvoyance nndei Hypnotism, which is prac- 
ticed to a great extent by the Hindus, though 
capable of gieat development, is open to the same 
charge as the Xeophyte, who, not having full and 
clear Spiiit Sight himself, does not ever know that 
spirits may assume command of his subject’s 
mentality, what personalities they assume or what 
mischief they may bring abont, so tbat if yon 
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really want the best be content with the methods 
given heie, which you are receiving for only a few 
dollais, until such time as you may be able to 
receive private and personal instruction from a 
master 

Remember that the human Aura or Astral 
Thought Forms imprint themselves and their his- 
tory on everything they come in contact with, and 
by these means you can develop the power of 
Psychometry, which is so closely allied to Clair- 
voyance that it is difficult to say which is which 
when a “sensitive” begins to work. 

Given a letetr or an article belonging to any 
person you can m this manner learn the kistoiy 
by simply holding the same lightly m your hand 
or against the right side of your head, never to the 
foiehead, as some suiface wnteis advise 

If you will follow the insti action I have given 
you will make a splendid Seer, and I say this to 
all, who will have tiue faith and absolute belief 
m themselves, since the gift of the Spirit Sight 
is fiee for all who fulfil the conditions and believe 
Does not Jesus, the Greatest Master and Clair- 
voyant that ever lived, say “ According to your 
belief be it unto you ” To you, then, who believe, 
and listen for the mnei voice of levelation, and 
the oncoming of the Spirit or Astral Sight, all 
natuie and all the hidden doings and secrets of 
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mankind mil be as an open book , nothing will be 
hidden fioin you when yon choose to use your 
inner 01 Astial Sight 

Practice 

Sit daily foi half an houi m peifect silence, and 
at a tune most suitable to yourself, and gaze into 
the Crystal, glass bowl 01 niiiioi, leeoid all that 
passes, you must not reoect things on the plea 
that they may be fancy, veiy little is fancy that 
comes to you m this way but is mostly leal, even 
if it appeals shadowy Do not forget the bieath- 
mg exeicises, as these have a veiy great potent 
effect upon the mnei sight and will help you 
gieatly. Bo not foiget, fnend, uhethei you, be a 
biothe ) oi sistei in tins noil, to icmembei eveiy - 
thing I have said to you in the foi e-pai t of this 
booh inidet the heading “import ynt words ” 1 
suppose you undei stand that a han-b) ained fool 
no) a lasy, biainless individual cannot get lesults 
If you uant lesults, get doun to good haid uoih, 
heep at it all the time and don’t waste youi time 
tiying to find fault 01 complaining about your not 
being able to do anything , foi if you fail it is you > 
own fault 

Apparitions aie lef erred to as follows by C W 
Leadbeater m his book, “The Other Side of 
Death”; 
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“There was a time not many years ago when it 
was fashionable to udienle anyone who had had 
the good fortune to meet face to face an inhabit- 
ant of the world usually unseen, and though such 
experiences were presumably no less common then 
than now, those who encountered them natuially 
kept them to themselves if they valued their repu- 
tation as sane members of a materialistic society ’ ’ 
Within the last few years, however, a salutary 
change has come over public opinion m this re- 
spect To sneer at psychic phenomena is now 
recognized as showing not intellectual vigour but 
ignoianee and assumption When theie exists a 
Society for Psychical Beseaich which numbers 
among its membeis well-known scientists like Sir 
William Crookes and Sir Oliver Lodge, and public 
men like Mr Arthur Balfour, and when that so- 
ciety issues huge volumes of learned repoits upon 
such phenomena and consideis them worthy of 
caieful and prolonged investigation, it is no longer 
safe for anyone who wishes to be m the fashion 
to raise the silly and antiquated parrot-ciy of 
‘supeistition ’ 

“Impartial enquiry into the subject of appari- 
tions shows us that from all countries of the world 
there come well-attested accounts of the occasional 
return of the dead Such visitors have rarely 
given much information with regard to the world 
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fiom which they came, though a good deal may he 
mfened fxom collation and compaiison ot tlie 
vanous stones But at any nite the meie fact 
that man does survive the piocess called death 
pioved foi any fair-minded investigate by these 
accounts alone ” 


As Mi "W T Stead lemaiks m the introduction 
to his “Beal Ghost Stones” 

“Of all the vulgai superstitions of the half- 
educated, none dies haidei than the absurd e u 
non that theie aie no such things as ghosts An 
the expei ts, whetliei spmtual, poetical, or scien- 
tific, and all the otheis, non-expeits, who have 
bestowed any senous attention upon the subjec , 
know that they do exist Thei e is endless vai iet> 
of opinion as to what a ghost may be But as 
the fact of its existence, whatevei it may be, tkei 
is no longei any senous dispute among one' 
investigates If anyone questions this, let nui 
investigate foi himself In six months, , 

m six weeks, or even m six days, he will 
impossible to deny the leality of the existence 
the phenomena populaily entitled ghost y 
may have a hundied ingenious explanations o 
origin and natuie of the ghost, but as to the eX1 
ence of the entity itself theie will no longer 
any doubt ” 
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Spiritualism. 

“Another way m winch many travelers have 
returned is through the use of the means provided 
by modern spiritualism. I am well aware that 
theie has been much fraud and deception m this 
connection, but I also know from personal’ investi- 
gation that there is truth to be found along these 
lines by the patient and indefatigable seeker 
Unless specially tiamed m the higher clairvoy- 
ance, however, the enquirer is very much at the 
mercy of various masquerading entities, and this 
lme of lesearch is surrounded by pitfalls into 
which the unwary may veiy readily stumble I 
hope later to devote some pages to a careful analy- 
sis of some of the phenomena of spiritualism, but 
for the present my point is that here is another 
souice from which information as to the life after 
death is to be obtained by those who are willing 
to take some trouble m looking for it.” 

“It may be said that any value which spiritual- 
istic testimony may possess is largely discounted 
by the fact that it is not always consistent — that 
the accounts given by spirits at various times and 
places have diffeied consideiably This is quite 
true, and I am by no means suggesting that all 
spirit evidence is equally worthy of acceptance 
But I do say that in very many cases the com- 
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municatmg entity is telling tlie tmtli as far as lie 
knows it, and tliat the diffeienee between tbe state- 
ments made by two such entities is often due to tbe 
fact that botb of tbeir views aie paitial, and not to 
any wilful deception piactised by eitbei of them ” 
“Foi example, most of those who speak tlnough 
mediums m England and Amenea descube the 
aftei -death state as a piogressive life m a ‘sum- 
meiland,’ which is m fact only a glonfied lepio- 
duetion of the eaith, and so fai as they give any 
religious teaching it is always a kind of Chns- 
tiamty-and-watei — ceitamly wider and less rigid 
than the oithodox idea, though usually veiy much 
vaguei, but still distinctly Chnstian m tone One 
gets so used to this that I lemember it was quite 
a suipuse to me when I attended my fiist seance 
m Ceylon to find that all the communicating enti- 
ties weie Buddhists, and that beyond the grave 
they also had found their leligious preconceptions 
confirmed, exactly as had the membeis of vanous 
Clnistian sects ovei heie But diffeiences such 
as these become easily compiehensible when we 
undei stand that after death, as befoie, like 
attiacts like, and that people of the same race, 
lehgion or caste will keep together and lemam 
apait fiom the lest of humanity m that woild as 
in this **■ — The Othe > Side of Death, Leadbeatei . 



CHAPTER V 

Astral Clouds of Human Aura 

The meaning of Astral Light and the color of 
the tints of the Aura which sunound all humans 
as well as animals is a subject that has long en- 
gaged the attention of intelligent investigators, 
outside of India, the world over, but when my 
Chela (disciple) in this work observes thiough 
the use of his or her Spirit Sight the Aui a around 
any person you must always first be quite suie 
that it is clear 

The attempt to see the Astral cloud or Aura, 
which envelopes every person, is one that a great 
many pioselytes find haid to grasp, theie is a 
loyal load to it, however, that will give results; 
it is the load of tiue FAITH 

To Give a Reading 

When about to give a leading take the hand of 
your client and hold it gently, place no pressure 
except upon the ball of the thumb , then close the 
eyes and diaw a long abdommal deep bieath (in- 
flating the lungs to their utmost capacity), hold it 
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and wait, tins repeat five or six times, keeping 
the eyes still closed, and gieat waves of color will 
pass befoie you m sweeping, lolling lengths, which 
will pass fiom one side to the othei This method 
is followed by the Hindus, sitting 01 lying, when 
they want certain mfoimation about you 
"When the Astial Auias become clear and vivid 
you will place the full meaning given upon them , 
when cloudy then will the leading be aveise. 

The same can be done with the Ciystal, but the 
Auia will not always be so vivid, and for the 
ability to see the Auba I much piefer the method 
given heie, as names and faces will float in the 
clouds of Astial Light. 

Astral Auras and Their Colors 

The different Auras shown m the Astial Light 
aie ten m numbei and they have a fixed meaning, 
but they aie seldom seen £>uie as m the pi ism 
The meanings which follow aie of gieat use to the 
See), no mattei whethei the eolois appeal m the 
Ciystal 01 with the high phases of Spmt Sight 

Astral Colors and Their Me-ininp 

Oiange, matenal success, veiy good 
Green, joy, pleasuie, light heaited 
Yellow, a surpuse — if cloudy, unpleasant news 
' Blue, intellectual, a good biam ^ 
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Violet, spirituality, Spirit Sight possible 
■White, is of good omen 
Black, trouble, danger, a bad omen 
Crimson, love, sympathy, and good will 
Bed, passion, very sensual 

So much for the general readings , now for the 
enlarged 

If the Astral colors should happen to come 
within the mental vision with any planet, zodiacal 
sign, letters, numbers, etc , attached it will altei 
the meaning, but at first be content to write down 
the nature of any vision carefully and interpret at 
leisure. 

Astbal Aubas in the Crystal. 

Always get at this before you attempt further 
development of your Spirit or Astral Sight 
Bear m mind also that many of these conditions 
change and alter from day to day even — unless 
the Astral Aura is very dense and dark, or all 
very light and pure, when the unifoim condition 
will indicate a certain “set condition” m the 
mental and spiritual conditions. 

You will always find that the fine and pure 
Auras rise, they will be highest m the Crystal, 
above the head in the Aura The denser colors 
always sink, the purer rise 

You will see from this how to read the colors, 
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but you should always balance one against the 
other, nevei jump to a conclusion, and never tell 
people too much They aie not mtended to lift 
the veil altogethei 

When the Astial Light or Auras appeal m the 
Crystal you can give them the same meanmgs as 
when they appeal aiound the head of an individ- 
ual, but lemember that often faces, figuies, sym- 
bols, etc, come into the Ciystal sunounded by 
waves or clouds of Aura, when the colors will 
indicate the condition the peison whose face 
appears is in, and you must give your reading 
aecordmgly 

The Meaning of the Auras 

k Pale Violet signifies love, passion, suffeimg 
and gieat enduiance ^ 

10 Green shows the person will attain victoi y and 
success, a bright and cheeiful ehaiaetei, full of 
life, of good purpose, and ever ready to see the 
hopeful side of thmgs 

A daik sickly gieen signifies a deceitful, evasive 
natuie, a double-tongued person whom you should 
place no confidence 01 nnpoit in; shun them 
whateve > you do, for if you don’t you will regiet it 

Brown signifies greed, avanee, disappointment 
and dishonor. 
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These colors will appear clearly to you, if your 
inner sight is developed in the Aura or Astral 
Cloud which envelopes mankind and all living 
bodies , they will also be observed m your Crystal 
or Magic Mirror 

You will seldom see them alone ; they will nearly 
always appear with symbols, letters or some indi- 
cation of form which will give you the real Key to 
their meaning" 

These different colors of the Auras indicate 
clearly the mental and spiritual condition, as well 
as the traits and characteristics of the people who 
consult or whom you are diagnosing 
You can tell at once what condition your client 
is m, as your Spmt Sight grows and you learn 
to interpret the Astral Colors 
The gross, material and mentally unorganized 
people will be surrounded with daiker shades of 
red, of black, of biown, of blue, of gieen; mean 
and treacherous people will have clouds of bi own 
around them, those who are deceitful and jealous 
will have clouds of mustardy yellow or dirty green, 
whilst the hypocrite will be surrounded with a 
browny blue mixture The bad tempered, irritable 
person will have much scarlet ; the sensual persons 
clouds of red It is thus the hypoente and the 
deceitful will be made known to you alone. 

Now m this way you strike the very key-note of 
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the person you aie dealing with and find at once 
the tiue leason for their actions, then troubles, 
and often the symbols and visions which relate to 
futurity appeal mg m the Aura or Ciystal 

White is a token or emblem of innocence, faith 
and punty. This is but seldom seen m the Aura 
of oidmaiy people, but comes to those of special 
spiritual tiainmg who have learned the great les- 
sons, “ Conti ol Thyself,” “ Know Thyself ” 

Red, of a pale shade or tint signifies love, cre- 
ative powei, a chaiaeter full of warmth, inventive 
genius, vitality and true woith 

Scarlet signifies lust, passion and a low, degen- 
erated, sensual nature 

Blood Red means wax, hatred, punishment 

Scarlet and Black combined in the Astral Aura 
indicates a diabolical outbuist of passion, possibly 
bloodshed and pool control over the will or leason- 
ing powers 

Black piominent m the Aura will show mate- 
nahty, affliction, gioss earthly thoughts and a 
mercenary natuie 

Grey means frequent mour nin g, tiouble and 
continued sonow and disappointment 

Pale Blue shows an intellectual nature, one 
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who is in an advanced state of development and 
understanding of self-liood. 

Deeper Shade of Blue shows religious fervour, 
but if there is a mixture of brown or grey with it 
there will be a good deal of selfishness and pious 
deceit with the religion, and a good deal of narrow 
bigotiy m the nature of those who show this 
Astral Color 

Yellow of a muddy, mustardy color will belong 
to a person envious, jealous, whose disposition is 
unsatisfactoiy m his dealmgs, mconstant, often 
deceitful and a liar 

Clear Pure Yellow indicates the highest older 
of intellectuality, intuitional and geneially spirit- 
ually disposed 

Orange indicates a somewhat lower order of in- 
tellectuality and a good deal of success m com- 
mercial life 

A Deep Violet Blue a very high state of spirit- 
u uality — it is seldom seen, however, I regret to 

state. 

A Clear Bright Blue will mdicate a condition 
r j religious fervour, and where' there is much of 

this it might quite possibly be unbeaiable to those 

sun oundmg the person, who will wait neither time 

otf 
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nor opportunity to thrust his pious opinions upon 
them. 

"Where eonsideiable pale blue Astral Aura is in 
evidence you get the man who is coldly intellectualj 
often scientific, generally piety and free from lust 
of passion. These people have a refining infiuence 
on others and frequent places of art and cui f ire , 
and refined music. 

Dabk Yellow Arms axe always best avoided, 
people with these are always very jealous, envious, 
unscrupulous and deceitful. Bad for business 
dealings, and bad associates 

The Cleae Shakes op Yellow indicate a very 
high order of intellectuality, and these people will 
be out of the common run. not at all frequent 
amongst your clients 

So with the Violet Blue Arm, the man or 
woman who carries this has intense aspiration for 
spiritual things will never mix up with anything 
degrading gioss or mean Will be trustworthy, 
truthful and genuine. Good people to associate 
and do business with. 

The Ixpleexce op the Asteal Coloes ox 
Otheps 

The infiuence upon otheis of the varying shades 
of the Bed Astsal Arm thrown off by certain 
people is widely different 
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Fxom the pure affection and tender love of the 
Rose (pale) Aura, a condition which creates hap- 
piness wherever it falls, to the gross sensual love 
of the Scarlet Aura is a wide difference and the 
effect upon otheis may he easily gauged 
The person with much Scailet will bring an 
element of discontent and dissension wherever he 
goes His lot will fall amongst sensual, envious 
and material people, he will frequent places where 
similar conditions exist m Music Halls, Public 
Houses, Brothels, etc , according to his station m 
life , so will these places be of high or low aspect, 
but all bear the taint of vice and can be judged 
accoidmgly Blood Red Auras envelops and at- 
tends soldiers m active conflict, murderers, butch- 
ers, all those whose thoughts run led with war, 
but with certain symbols which I will explain to 
you m a later lesson, it means swift and terrible 
punishment 

People with much grey, ash-grey or blue-giey 
Auia, will bung a depiessmg influence to bear 
upon their lelatives, fi lends, neighbours and all 
their affans. They are always afraid, morbid, and 
woriymg over something, always m grief or sor- 
row "When the ash-grey Aura swiftly descends, 
or sweeps out all other colors, it indicates mourn- 
ing 01 bereavement You have, for instance, a 
client whose Astial Aura gives you shades of Red, 
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Blue and Paler Violet, with, perhaps some muddy 
yellow or green combined in it — hei e yon have pas- 
sion, a eeitam degiee of intellectuality, a desire 
for spiritual things, but an undei lying strata of 
deceit, selfishness and jealousy which will keep the 
subject fiom any gieat advancement — a weak 
eharactei eleaily 

Warn him of this if you feel it wise. 

Now theie comes into your vision another face 
and sui rounding it you get clouds of led and black, 
of brown even and flashes of scarlet 

You will see at once that it is necessary to warn 
youi client of this man, who can be no fuend to 
him and only a bad influence 

The Black Aura. 

The influence of the Black Aura, is loweiing and 
bimgs a depressmg influence upon other people, 
and affects all those who may come m contact 
with it 

Its influence upon the person who creates it is 
very bad, it brings his life mto chaos, it keeps him 
on a low level, it cieates gross impel feet conditions 
which are difficult to overcome Such people are 
always m trouble, too, and seem to attiact evil and 
disastei 
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CHAPTER VI 
Symbols and Planets 

In your last lesson I stated that in addition to 
the actual vision of color peiceived by your Spirit 
Sight, theie are times when the planets would be 
seen m connection with these colors. 

It must be borne m mind that to be a successful 
Seer and Medium the world of symbols must be 
fully giasped, and that for one person who can 
see things as they actually occur in the Astral 
Light there are twenty who see the same thing m 
symbols The exact vision is rare, and even when 
it is frequent, as m the mstance I shall give you 
later, when the help of what are called elementals 
aie called forth — a practice I do not for one in- 
stant advocate, and one which is seldom relied 
upon — there aie times when the revelation is not 
of a natuie to help or elevate 

White and Black Magic. 

In the symbolic world, on the contrary, there is 
very little of this, but the earnest student must 
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learn to distinguish between white and hlacL 
magic, and to lemembei that the subject of Spmt 
and Astial Sight and Occult Poweis eoveis a veiy 
wide aiea, and can be put to all soits of uses, good, 
bad and mditfeient 

As m all else the planets must play an nnpoi- 
tant pait m oui being, and when the symbols 
appeal m the vision, they cany with them a dis- 
tinct and veiy impoitant meaning 

Signs of the Zodiac 

The signs of the Zodiac aie divided into four 
gioups, and these gioups aie known as tnphcities, 
earth, air, the and watei 

And the atmospkene spmts, those nameless 
beings which thiong the veiy an we bieathe, called 
“elementals,” aie also divided into foui gioups 
governing the same elements 

Claiivoyants, Mediums and sensatives aie in 
paiticulai open to the mioads of these mischiev- 
ous influences, and must be warned against them 

The Eaithy Tnplicity is Tauius, Vngo and 
Capncom 

The Any Tnplicity is Aries, Leo and Saggit- 
tanus 

The Watei Tnplicity is Cancel, Scoipio and 
Pisces 

When people come to you clad m eeitam colois, 
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or you find these colois predominating m their 
home, diess, etc, then yon can place them under 
the Tuplicities to which they belong, and you can 
tell them what elementals they must avoid 
Those people who belong mostly to the airy 
tnplicity will have a love foi blue, led and black 
The fieiy tnplicity gives off white, red, yellow and 
gieen The watery gives biown, gieen, white , and 
the eaithy gives black, brown, white and yellow 
I do not say that these colors will be found to 
be by themselves, but they will smely piedommate 
It is taught by Hindu Seers that where the four 
elementals, eaith, air, fire and water, prevail there 
will be found certain corresponding spheres gov- 
erned by spirits of the planets and these ele- 
mentals bear names accoidmg to the substance 
over which they mle, and the elementals which 
they obey their dictates 

In the Sanscnt they are known as follows 
Thus Akasha is mspued by the good India and 
signifies the mother ethei File by Agni — air by 
Pavano -water by Vm una — earth by Ksluti 
It is taught that under each of these exalted in- 
telligences theie aie seven ordeis, and under them 
yet again seven oiders and so on ad in fin itum 
through the cosmos into chaos 

The ancient Initiated or Cabbalists divide the 
elementals thus* 
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File, Salamanders. 

Air, Sylphs 
■Water, Undines 
Earth, Gnomes 

They simply swarm m the elemental they rep- 
resent, and they attend each individual accoiding 
to theii office, and strength in that individual’s 
psychic, other than matenal, composition 
A man or woman is spiritual 01 material, not so 
much according to their fleshy standaid, as the 
standaid of their soul When these elementals 
are in a peaceable frame of mind they do veiy little 
harm, or mdeed none, and often good But when 
they are distuibed or m a malevolent fiame of 
mind, they are like swiftly moving flames 01 atoms 
swishing through their elemental under immense 
dynamic pressure 

These infuriated elementals when they come m 
contact with human beings woik havoc with then 
victims, causing disease, disaster and all soits of 
tiouble, so that when I ask my pupils not to sit 
late at night gazing at their Crystals 01 a Black 
Minor, I am really warning them against the 
undue influences likely to attack them m the form 
of malevolent elementals 
These spirits of the sub-human kingdom are 
governed by natuial law and also by human will, 
they can be controlled by those who are their 
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superiors, yet under certain conditions they can 
wo P ik mischief and harm even amongst then 

"These 8 elemental have their corresponding 
forms in human passions, and these forms are 
called elementanes, they are the servants of the 
elemental often with or for them

Earth, 

Air, 

Eire, 

Water, 

Elementaries 

Desire 

Power 

Will 

Passion or Love, 

Man at the outset is an ordinary elementary, 
a creature of will, power, passion and desne m 
varying degrees, and as an elementary is quite at 
the meicy of an elemental, and can be obsessed by 
such, so it behoves all who know and who would 
rise above the temptations of these pests to rise 
above the elementary plane, and seek the realm of 
the Adept or blaster, who learns the lessons, 
“Know Thyself”— “Control Thyself ” 

Now it frequently occurs that those who seek 
to lift the veil of the past or future, are anxious 
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to communicate with some deal ones who have 
passed out ot the body To do this they either tiy 
crystal gazing 01 go to a spnitualistic medium, 
yet half the time the lesults aie but the pianks 
and games on the pait of the elementals which 
swaim m the atmospkeie Hence the Clairvoyant 
01 Medium must not sit foi development at a time 
when these spmts have most powei, viz, at late 
houis m the evening and m the very eaily kouis of 
the moinmg The best time to sit for development 
is ceitamly fiom eight to nine o'clock m the eve- 
ning Sit m a daik room and concentiate all your 
thought upon the peison you want to see, at first 
you will obtain little lesult beyond clouds of coloi, 
and peihaps many vaiying foims, not the one you 
seek, all the 100m will seem to be full of light and 
people, then take full deep bieaths as dnected in 
the last chapter and at last the desned foim will 
appear 

The gieat thing is to avoid piomiscuous influ- 
ences, and anothei thing is to sit alone if possible, 
and ceitamly not with more than one peison m the 
room — lemembei that law and will powei are 
expiessions of the nnweisal spmt, and that will, 
km, and the peifect self-balance taught by the les- 
son “Control Thyself" all tend to establish a pos- 
itive mental attitude which is quite able to avoid 
the tioubles thieatened by elementals When the 
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Sect is m a weak and negative state of mind, they 
lay themselves open to be obsessed by elementals, 
and for this leason a trance Clairvoyant is often 
the victim of piomiscuous conti ol and misleading 
lesults — and this also vet y often leads to insanity 
and death 

I do not advocate trance Clairvoyance, it is dan- 
geious and seldom reliable, but as these chapteis 
would not be complete without a few woids on 
the subject of self-hypnotism I will pioceed to 
describe what I have found to be the best method 

Hindu Masters and Sects aie able to induce the 
state of introspection with a slight effoit of their 
will, but the neopyte will find this an impossibility 
until he learns to have faith 

Let the pupil sit facing the East, in a chair of 
wood, with a comfortable footstool Then fix the 
gaze steadily upon a Magic Minor and diaw thirty 
long deep bieaths After a shoit time the eyes 
will giow weaiy, close, and the Seer falls into a 
state of coma, or self-induced tiance, and is then 
able to exercise the inner 01 Spmtual Sight There 
must always be somebody m the room to take down 
all that is said, of couise the peison foi whom 
you aie m a tiance will do very well, it is not nec- 
essary to have a thud person Give strict orders 
that no one is to arouse you, but make a suggestion 
to youiself as you entei the tiance, that you will 
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awake after a ceitam length of time The piocess 
I have described above is a genuine tiance, but 
tlnee-paits of the so-called tiance mediums aie 
not m a trance at all but meiely mduce a state of 
gieat excitement by deep breathing, etc , and m 
that state they aie often less reliable than when in 
complete hypnosis 

I can only lepeat do not attempt trance 
mediumskip unless you aie an adept and absolute 
mastei of youiself, otheiwise you will only lay 
yourself open to trouble.

Venus means love, mamage. 

Jupiteb, success, often social position 

Saturn, at times tiouble, moie often melan- 
choly and gieat tioubles 

The Sun means victory, joy, tnumpk 

Mercury, financial matters, wilting, liter atui e, 
science, etc 
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Now the next thing is to fit in the colors given 
in Chapter V to the planet, thus Venus with 
black or giey means trouble m love affairs ; Venus 
with light red, happiness m love — marriage 
Venus with very dark red means passion, lust, 
improper love aftans, and so on through the whole 
gaunt of color leading These signs appear moie 
fiequently than anything else m the crystal, hence 
the importance attached to them The Zodiacal 
signs have also their meanings, and these aie of 
equal importance Aries means always fighting, 
either against people or circumstances as the color 
clouds indicate 

Taurus, an earthy sign, gives love of material 
j pleasures, feasting, and is also indicative of strug- 
gles 

Gemini indicates duality, often deception, nearly 
1 always science and discoveries, inventions 

Cancer, tenacity , so far as events are concerned, 
it is an immoral sign when coming with very much 
red, and also covers events happening m South 
Africa and the Cape 

i Leo is martial, but curiously enough indicates 
mother love, often birth, and neaily always a 
struggle for supremacy 

Virgo indicates business matters, and also all 
:e, Stock Exchange work 

Libra, music, the fine arts, love, uncertainty. 
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Scoipio means passion, lust, led hot angei. 

Sagittal ms, all things connected with horses, 
lacing, animals, etc 

Capneorn, business matteis, but of a heavier 
natuie than those indicated by Vngo, and also of 
matenal pleasuies 

Aquanus, matteis of any natuie to do vith elec- 
trical engmeeimg, the Occult and all things deal- 
ing with the hidden laws of the Umveise, one of 
the most difficult signs to mastei and full of all 
soits of conti adictions 

Pisces indicates sea journeys, travel, water 
fatalities and kindred matteis accoidmg to the 
natuie of the coloi clouds And to each of these 
signs accoidmg to the tuplicity to winch they 
belong may be attached the warning necessaiy 
against .the elemental familiar to the sign. When 
attended by favoiable colors the elemeutals will 
be fnendly, thus Aries, Leo 01 Sagittanus at- 
tended with victonous colors means that the ele- 
mentals are fnendly and that fire will help not 
hinder And so with the otheis The subject mat- 
ter of this chapter must be committed to memoiy 
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CHAPTEB VII 

How to Mane, Prepare and Use a Magic or Hindu 
Black Mirror 

The disciple who prefers to use a Magic Mirror 
to the Crystal can, of couise, do so, and many get 
fine results, since the Mm or will be made with his 
own hands, magnetised with his own magnetism, 
and to most people will prove a much more val- 
uable medium for clear seeing than the ordinary 
Crystal, and moieover it is not so tiring to the 
eyes However, using the Crystal occasionally is 
good for continuous development of Spirit Sight 
The first requisites are the necessary materials 
for the Mirror, these can be obtamed from places 
I will name, but aie not obtainable from the or- 
dinary lun of artists, colormen or chemists 
Write Messrs de Laurence, Scott & Co., 1514 
Masonic Temple, Chicago, 111 , U S. A , for the 
glass which you must have to make the Magic 
Mirror 

These glasses are imported by de Laurence, 
Scott & Co , and are full concave They are called 
by de Laurence, Scott & Co The Hindu Black 
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Magics, as they know full well what they are used 
foi Puce of one glass, piepaid, packed against 
breakage, $2 50 

Next you must have a tube of bismuth and 
one camel hair brush, which they will also supply 
for 50 cents Just send them $3 50 and 
they will send the glass foi Hindu Black Magic 
Minor, the bismuth and brush prepaid Now 
piocuie a pint of oidmaiy tuipentme, a yard of 
clean white linen, muslin oi namsook, foi cleaning 
the glasses, etc , two sauceis, which must be new, 
and a sheet of stiff caidboaid or paper to lest your 
glass on during the coating piocess 

In addition to this you need a box which is 
dustpioof to hold the Magic Minor while it is 
diymg and another box to contain it when fin- 
ished This last may be obtained fiom any good 
confectionei 

The Magic oi Hindu Black Mi) ioi, aftei it is 
j finished , must he kept well wiapped m a black 
velvet cloth ivhen not m use 

Eveiythmg you use m the woik must be clean 
and new 

You must not tell anyone of your pioject, but 
keep it a seciet 

„ You must do the woik m a clean room, if pos- 
sible the loom you have piepaied and made leady, 
as descnbed m Chaptei III 
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You must also prepaie yourself— anger, jeal- 
ousy, meanness, all these things must be elimin- 
ated from your life completely — a pine mind, 
faith, and absolute control of youiself for at least 
a fortnight pievious to the commencement of the 
work, which should be taken up with an earnest 
desire to benefit mankind 

After you have received the glass, anange 
your matenals on a table before you and pour a 
little tuipentme into one saucer and some bis- 
muth should be squeezed into the other — not too 
much for you must only go over the Minor once 

Place the glass on a piece of stiff carboard, 
concave side down (1. e , the hollow side down- 
wards) and carefully coat its convex side with 
the bismuth, if it is too stiff moisten it with a little 
turpentine — the glass should have been caiefully 
cleaned with the tuipentme before commencing 
opeiations at all Lay the coating on smoothly, 
going over the glass only once and do not stop 
until it is finished 

When it is done you will proceed to magnetise 
it by making passes over the glass with your 
hand — make whatever motion you feel inclined to 
and keep the hands about two inches above the 
glass, then hold them quite still over the Mirror 
for a time, so that the bismuth can absorb all the 
magnetism from your hand, which will glow quite 
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cold dm mg tlie process Tlie magnetising should 
take about twenty minutes and your thoughts 
should be lifted in puie ampliation the whole time 
You must not fail to rnaik the poles of the Mnror 
so that you can always keep them light and left 
and this is a most nnpoitant matter as they must 
not be mistaken The light pole will be the end of 
the glass neaiest the light hand YTlien you have 
magnetised the Minor you will place it in the 
drying box and leave it foi seven days, when the 
piocess must be agam lepeated as on the fiist oc- 
casion, m fact, it is lepeated thiee tunes, an in- 
terval of one week lapsing between each opeia- 
tion, thus it takes three weeks to complete 

On each occasion you must carefully wash the 
brushes and the saucers, and place the Mirroi 
wheie theie will be no prying eyes to see it and no 
unholy hands to touch it 
This Mu 101 is the same as those used by the 
ancient magicians and the Hindu Seeis and is a 
much moie poweiful instiument than you can buy 
ready made Theie is only your own magnetism 
in the woik and this is a most important point, 
moieovei you should never allow any person to 
touch youi Minor, nor to enter the room you use, 
unless you leceive clients, when vou should cer- 
tainly have a diffeient chambei to that of the cere- 
mony, foi the eyes of the curious are not for your 
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secrets, nor tlieir comments for the things you 
hold sacred 

When you have finished the Minor you may 
use it as you would a Crystal with the exception 
that you hold it in youi lap and place your 
thumbs, one on each of the poles, the light thumb 
on the right pole and the left thumb on the left 
pole If you piefer, howevei, you may sit in the 
dark, then you must gaze earnestly into the depths, 
of the Minor and wait with all patience for what 
may appear.

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CHAPTER vm 

The Astbal Flahe. 

Before tlie disciple can obtain Spiiit 01 Astral 
Sight he nmst be absolute master of himself. You 
cannot master the forces of nature until you can 
master those of your own body, and before the 
true initiation can take place, it will be neeessaiy 
to overcome the foices of the sense nature and 
have absolute belief and taith m youiself 

To the true initiate the physical senses and 
pleasmes have no attiacnon, they aie in the vroild 
but not of the vroild 

Then again the tact that the ancient adepts 
vreie celibate meant that they had complete con- 
trol of them sensual and physical natuie or ex- 
cesses 

"When the passions are not conti oiled, the result 
is terrible, and the bnth of countless monstrosi- 
ties, which lit ei ally thiong the atmospheie and 
continually impede the spiiitual and eaithy prog- 
ress of the oftenders, is one of the sad trials of 
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misguided humanity These fluidic phantoms, as 
they aie called, fasten hold upon the person, and 
not all the piaying and religious beliefs m the 
woild can make up for this violation — they cre- 
ate aboitions of the Astral Flame, things which 
are neither of the spmt nor human, monstrosities 
of vampne-like ongin with no marked individual- 
ity of their own, who simply prey upon the weak 
and diseased, bringing them almost invariably to 
a ternble end To avoid these vampires, keep 
clear of the terrible practice which creates them, 
keep your thoughts puie and your body puie — so 
shall you be fiee 

Theie aie also m the world many people who 
are involuntarily vampires in themselves They 
are seldom awaie of the fact, but they gam all 
their vitality from other people with whom they 
come m daily contact, literally absoibmg then life 
forces and leaving them limp and unable to ex- 
plain the feeling of lanquor which has overcome 
them When this occurs the cuie is simple, make 
youiself positive to them, hold the thought of good 
firmly m your mind, and then deny the power of 
master of youiself you will know what is meant by 
evil If you have arrived at the state of being 
this and also by studying my other chapters. 

Concentration, absolute faith and belief m your- 
self to remain steadfast against those who would 
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liaim you, an even tempei, untiling perseveiance, 
puie living, freedom fiom animal desnes — these 
must he youis if you would lift the veil which 
hides the Past and the Future 
If you desiie to develop you Spirit or Soul Sight 
so you can look mto the futuie, and also unfold 
the past for otheis, you must fix your Mmd upon 
one single point at a time and believe that you will 
succeed Gaze into youi Ciystal and concentiate 
upon the knowledge you need — avoid speculation 
and make youi Mind leceptive At the same time 
you must Will with all youi might to know the 
collect solution of that which is to be umavelled 
Eemembei that the noimal Clanvoyant is a power 
m himself and is not of this woild only, but has 
connection with the unseen 
The doois of Spmt Sight can only be opened 
to the man who has patience, and these woids, Will 
and Powei, Belief and Faith, aie the keys to their 
unfoldment 


The Magic op Magnetism 

It has been held for many ages, moie m the East 
than m prosaic England and half-cultivated 
America, that Hoodooism or Voodooism, The 
Black Ait and Diabolical Magic, as it is called — 
the Magic of Magnetism — is all humbug 
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This lb not hue as the sad i coords of Witch- 
craft and Black Magic show, and if the person who 
is thus cursed, by liming an evil 6 pell tin oil n oi or 
them, has a weak and leeephvc mind and is will- 
ing by means of auto-suggestion and that craven 
of all eiavens, Pear, to aid and carry out the will 
of the soieerer, or the evil eye the result 1 ', mo 
sometimes ten ible indeed 
By means of various proceedings the pei-on 
thrib to be cursed is luipicgnatcd with the thought 
of the opeiatoi whether he be m or out of the 
body, and where this is veiy concentrated, it will 
bear seeds in weak and unorganised soil 
Sometimes the ancient Black magicians would 
mould a wax image of the victim and stick puis 
into it and cuise it daily, the object of tins amiable 
performance really being to concentrate the mind 
to the fullest extent upon the victim — it is simply 
a case of concentrated venom The man or* woman 
who holds a positive mind, who has learnt to lee- 
ogmze the principle of eternal good, cannot be 
buit or banned m any way by these proceedings— 
no matter how powerful the opeiator.

The magnetism in the crystal, which is focussed 
there by the flow T of astral light hom the eye of the 
Medium 01 Seer, enables you to see, and it is the 
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magnetism m your person which causes you to 
attiact 01 lepel those you come m contact with m 
daily life 

The rules to acquire this magnetism to such 
puipose that it can be utilized by the disciple, so 
foimmg that peifect mastery which will enable 
you to penetiate the seeiets of natuie, are as fol- 
lows — 

The first Law is persistence, fixity of puipose 

The second Law is attention, concentiated at- 
tention about the person or thing enquned about 

The thud Law is calmness You can learn noth- 
ing by huny or excitement, these things destioy 
the flow of magnetic currents 

The fouith Law is will, the “I will have what 
I want” powei of the Soul This is the pivot upon 
which the otheis lotate and without it nothing can 
be done 

The fifth Law is that of intensity. 

The sixth is that of polanty The positive and 
negative pi maple of natuie, it lepiesents the 
light and dailmess, male and female, the positive 
and negative side of things — I have explained this 
positive and negative m my other chapters, so I 
will not lepeat them 

The seventh Law is atti action, magnetism or 
desne 
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Man and woman are the negative and positive of 
each other, a woman is not man’s equal, nor his 
superior, She is Man 

Above I have given you the seven Laws of Mag- 
netic Attraction which constitute the true method 
of self masteiy. 

The Magic Seven 

Elliaphas Levi and others -taught that the world 
was governed by seven secondary causes, after- 
wards designated by Moses the Elohim That is 
to say the Gods, not — be it remaiked — God. 

These are the seven names I have given you in 
the list of Spirits for the hourly ceremony. So 
we have seven planets, seven days of the week, 
seven virtues, seven sms, seven colors of the 
prism, seven magical works, seven beasts, seven 
birds, seven fishes, seven metals 
The stars and planets we already know, as also 
the days of the week and the musical octave The 
planets aie said to correspond to the seven vices 
and virtues, the positive and negative of each 
other. 

The Sun represents Faith, that self confidence 
which m a negative nature develops into crime, 
the negative quality of so-called vice Hope by 
the Moon, negative quality Avance 
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Chanty opposed to Luxuiy by Venus, that is 
to say love of mankind to love of self 
Strength and Angei by Mais 
Piudence and Industry m opposition to Idleness 
by Meieuiy 

Tempeianee opposed to Gluttony by Saturn 
Justice opposed to Envy by Jupiter 
The seven attnbutes to the seven planets, more 
•often known as the seven magical works — woiks 
of light and wealth under the Sun 
Of mystery and the occult undei the Moon Of 
skill and science, and of speech under Meieuiy 
Of wiath, chastisement, and of wai undei Mais 
Of love, music and art under Venus Of death and

The metals are Gold, Silver, Iron, Copper, Fixed 
Mercury, Brass and Lead 
The piecious stones, Diamonds, Crystals, Emer- 
alds, Agates, Sapphiies, Carbuncles and Onyx 
Pentagrams 01 talismans aie dedicated to some 
special planet and as such must have the mark of 
the planet upon them 

A circle for the Sun, a scythe for Saturn, a 
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crown for Jupiter, a sword for Mars, a capital Of 
for Yenus, caduceus for Mereuiy and a crescent 
for the Moon 

A medallion of purest marble, white, the size of 
a half crown piece may have the pentagiam en- 
graved m gold 

If the student cares to go to the expense and 
tiouble, the seven metals may be employed m the 
making of this pentagram and also the seven 
jewels, but virgin marble and gold will suffice 
This pentagram is a powerful talisman foi good 
apart from its uses m ceremonies, or ordinary 
■talisman’s upon parchment are equally as power- 
ful, and these can be prepared to order at the cost 
of 5 cents each. 
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CHAPTER IX 

Oriental Magic 

The method of influence used to large extent 
by Onental women is, if not quite so potent as 
a magnetised chaim, veiy much easiei to carry 
into execution 

If any apology is needed foi giving such m-« 
stiuctions, I may say that all my sympathies are 
with true love all the woild ovei, and that to those 
who love legitimately and who fail, by reason of 
the mteiferenee of some othei peison or for some 
reason to get on with the subject of then love, I 
consider that any means aie right to bring about 
such an end as may be desned, and to this pui pose 
the teachings of the Rosiciucians, the Old Magi- 
cians of Geimany, and othei s, aie applied What 
is the cause of half the miseiy between husband 
and wife m this twentieth century 9 Why just 
what it has been smce the world began — misunder- 
standing — and two tempei aments unsuited to one 
another But supposing these two temperaments 
can be adjusted so as to supply that which is 
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wanting? Then will harmony reign when before 
theie was nothing but discord 
A blonde nature needs warmth it is too cold 
and a woman who would seek the love of a dark 
man, or would regain it should learn to caress 
and thus supply his wants, let her sit before a 
Mirror or Crystal and then call up Ins Image 
before her She must now put into practice the 
seven laws of magnetism given m the last chapter 
and call upon the images thus invoked to come 
back to bei A woman who wants to influence 
some special man, even if she is not mamed ami 
he is not hei husband, can do so by thus calling 
up the man’s image, and then acting upon it as 
aheadg stated. 

No man can resist this piactiQe when it is kept 
up steadily, and it is even said that these Oriental 
women can bring to themselves an unknown man 
from out of the woild at large, by concentrating 
upon their soul partner until the image comes 
forth she feels she can love, then by the same laws 
of magnetism she will bring this unknown man 
into her life Now all this is simply magnetic or 
Spmt Clairvoyance from first to last, and there is 
not a shade of mysteiy m the whole matter. These 
things aie done m our everyday life but little 
because very few Europeans and Americans know 
what a power they possess Indeed it may be that 
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they may not have so much powei as the Orientals, 
for the foimei are bi ought up m an atmospheie 
of mysteiy and occultism, and the latter are 
mostly piosaic and matenal But the true Clau- 
voyant is veiy seldom Saxon, theie is geneially a 
stiam of eithei Celtic 01 Latin blood to account 
foi the Seei’s powei, albeit it is said that a puie 
vngm 01 a spotless boy can always see clearly 
when they aie tested, but of this I have my doubts, 
for this is a powei that must be cultivated and 
developed 

But one thing is veiy suie, and that is that the 
magnetic Clanvoyanee ean be more easily and as 
surely utilized as the moie expensive and costly 
piocesses m use amongst Onentalists To ascend 
to moie etheieal qnd spmtual uses foi clear vision 
we come to the all impoitant question of the 
esotenc meanings of color and numbeis, and 
heie be it undei stood that I am not in any way 
lefenmg to the meanings, etc , alieady given, 
but to a veiy much higher sense, which is possible 
to the adepts compiehension, and far above that 
of the neophyte Theie is ever thus an inner and 
outer meaning, the one for the ignorant and the 
other for those who know 

The consideration of the inner sense of color 
as supplied to the Divine man, and of numbers as

Occult Symbols and Thlib Tjbul Meaning 

In tins chajitei it is necessaiy to beai in mind 
that a gieat many people see clanvoyantly not 
m actual vision, but by means of sjunbols, and 
that these symbols again aie often shiouded in 
coloi which adds a new meaning to them, I am 
giving these meanings also 

Tiees When blight and green signify giowth, 
development — when dark and dieary looking they 
often signify deception 

A ship m full sail means a water journey, when 
it is sailing away, but when it is sailing to the 
subject it means coming news, if the ship is en- 
veloped m giey, the news is sad or worrying, but 
if blight eolois enshioud it, the news is good If 
black clouds or a skull and ci oss bones appear on 
the sails, then is the peison you aie gazing for 
about to ci oss the boidei 

A woman naked, standing under a bright light, 
signifies maternity, but an empty ciadle would 
signify that hopes m this line aie doomed to be 
disappointed 

The using sun indicates marriage for a woman 
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and for a man success, but if it is clouded, it means 
money troubles, and if eclipsed, it means often 
bankiuptcy or lum 

Tlie symbol of pigs means always human bemgs 
who will work mischief, if they are white then it 
means they are white people, if black then it 
means that they are colored people. 

The moon when full signifies success, but when 
half a moon appears with clouds it indicates that 
all plans will be very unsettled and much woiry 
will befall the person sitting. 

A long white road full of pebbles and stones 
means trials and difficulties overcome 
A long dark passage or entrance with a bright 
light at the end means that the person will have 
sudden knowledge and enlightment into hidden 
and secret things 

A key also means knowledge and a serpent with 
light blue clouds or color lings means sensation 
and sometimes lust, with yellow clouds or color 
rings, love of hidden sciences, with light red it 
means reproduction of species, with blight green 
it means cautiousness, sometimes secrecy, and 
without any color lings it means wisdom 
A crown means victory and a crown and sword 
means the same thing However, a bird sitting 
on the crown means power of growth and ob- 
stinacy 
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To see a laige dunking cup with light red 
colors around it means love and often sudden 
news With light blue it signifies a desire for 
knowledge, with grey it signifies helplessness, with 
daik led it signifies sensuality, oiten the drink or 
the drug habit and with gieat flashes of red and 
black it signifies vices, bad thoughts, sometimes 
insanity and even death The play of dark red 
round this svmbol is nevei good 

A padlock and key with blight light (clear) 
aiound and behind it signifies T tilth, and often 
spiritual illumination, with daik blue it means 
egotism, selfishness, with black 01 dark led or 
1 eddish biown, particularly the last, it means mi- 
serliness, greed and often hate, but if the symbol 
appeals in the left coraei of the crystal attended 
by clouds and flashes of black and scarlet it means 
muider, impiisonment, and very intense, execu- 
tion, if the flashes are followed by pure pale colors 
the meaning is aquittal 

To^see bottles with light red color, hospitably 
and feasting, often an invitation, if attended by 
daik ied it means sensuabty, often di unken feast- 
ing and always unfaithfulness With a bright 
scarlet red it means adultery and attended bv 
seai let and dark green it may sometimes mean 
divoice. 

A picture of a man or woman holding a bottle in 
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the left hand and with scailet clouds or dark red 
colors round them will indicate an adventurer or 

udventuiess, according to sex 
To see a vision of Christ means redemption. 

A dove means peace, reconciliation, with much 
light red it means a love of home life, and domestic 
happiness 

A lot of luggage means a journey abroad if it 
has dark gieen clouds of color m it, but if it has 
much yellow m it it means mechanical invention, 
and if with violet the invention will be a big suc- 
cess-the best of symbols 
A skull means authority, but with much blue 
su mounding it it means blasted hopes, grievous 
disappointment, when there is a play of bright 
pure light aiound it it means psychic perception, 
m> Aic power. 

To see a violin or stringed instrument means 
intuition, and with much violet light, ideality. ' 

To see a cross with light red surrounding it 
mfom, much love and marriage Much happiness, 
with black it means sacrifice and with much violet 
it means a love child. 

The \ision of a heart means conquest, some- 
time love and emotion, particularly when light 
red m around, but m the event of much scarlet be- 
ing v eui it means sensuality, with much giey it 
men, grief, but when it appears on the left side 
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witli laige and prominent clouds of light blue it 
means a valuable document, possibly a bank note 
01 money oidei, but with biown coloung, still on 
the left side, it means an oveidiaft, with black, 
deep disappointment 

A sleeping child means motheihood, but if theie 
is much yellow lound it it means discoveiy, ap- 
pealing m the centie of the ciystal with violet 
shades it means piegnancy 
The symbol of a pen means authorship, but with 
a pen much giey and black means tiouble thiough 
the signmg of a name 

To see a bud means aspnation — if the bird is 
flying, hasty news The symbol of a lailway 
tiam means the same thing 
A large bud to the left of the ciystal with black 
and led clouds means vampnism 
A laige human eye means piotection, intuition, 
the gift of piophecy and an anchoi means lest 
A vipei means tieacheiy and a spider means 
entanglement 

A triangle means psychic powei A bat flying 
means gieat tieacheiy Hands without aims 
means a warning fiom acioss the bolder A pea- 
cock flitting thiough glass also means a warning, 
often of coming dangei 

Hoises are always good, but the gallows will 
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mean disgrace, not necessarily death upon the 
same 

Much money means riches, hut when it is fol- 
lowed by a cloud of black which sweeps down over 
the money and covers it, then you can predict a 
loss of money, instead of gam 

The numbeis also have an occult significance 
and do not always, indeed very seldom, mean 
dates 1 means with a pine white light Unity, 
God, the Umveise, with any other color it means 
the beginning of a new enteipuse, changes 2 
with puie light means force, with pale colois it 
means intuitive knowledge of unseen things 3 
means a birth, eieation. 4 with light colors means 
a new and successful enterprise, hut with daik red 
it means the same with loss 5 means aspiration 
6 Human love 7 is the mystic number and also 
means victory, it is always good 8 is the mother 
pnnciple, it means also tiouble which hanging m 
the balance will be decided aftei long waiting 9 
means waifaie 10 is the symbol of a perfect 
sphere, it signifies magnetic force, magic power 
When dates come into the crystal or the mental 
vision do not pay much attention unless you get 
the whole date, say May 22nd, then if a similar 
date appears at the left hand side it is this year, if 
on the right it is distant, maybe a year or two, but 
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anything which comes light m the eentie of the 
crystal and appeals to be cleaily cut will happen 
very shoitly If it appears dim and way back it 
will be distant 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Clairvoyant Vision. 

In the somewhat difficult art of obtaining Clair- 
voyant visions from articles belonging to people 
who are not present, the great thing is patient 
practice, try with everything that may come into 
your possession, hold it to your forehead, or m 
your hand, and make your mmd blank, cease any 
speculation, and wait until you either feel what 
relates to the person or see it in the crystal, never 
doubt any results you may obtain, but go on prac- 
ticing patiently until you acquire the power of 
reading as clearly the history conveyed through 
the article as if the person were before you in the 
flesh 

It is necessary that the article has been touched 
well, a ling, a handkerchief, a letter, anything will 
do that has been handled sufficiently to have taken 
on and retained the Atjba and it should be borne 
in mind that it must not be touched by other peo- 
ple for fear of mixing the vibrations of the dif- 
ferent Aubis Ho not make the mistake of form- 
ing theories , never give any single fact unless you 
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can feel it, thinking is not any use, you must be 
sme, if you make youi mind blank and don ’t argue 
with youiself the lesults will flash into youi nnnd 
and as convictions they will be tiue 
In the question of mspnational wilting it is 
very much the same thing, do not mix mspiiation 
with spmt conti ol, they aie quite difieient things, 
make your mind blank as m the case of above 
piaetice, and then take a pencil m youi hand and 
sit down quietly and wait, wnte anything that 
comes to you — do not nnnd what duvel it is, -but 
just persevere and in the eouise of a few days 
possibly, or weeks at any late, you will find that 
you aie no longer wilting duvel, but things which 
will surpiise youiself and which you may have 
been unaware of knowing even dimly 
In the development of clan-audience, you will 
find the same methods apply Sit down alone and 
m silence, still your mind and thoughts and listen 
with all youi attention and you will in tune heai 
that which moital eais hear not as a lule 
For Telepathy, however, I have small patience 
with the usual caid leading methods of to-day 
Thefiist essential is a paitnei who is m sympathy 
with yon and to whom yon can turn for expen- 
ments You can either anange with him to sit at 
eeitam times in a receptive state of mind or yon 
need make no appointment with him, but make 
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him catch your thought without previous notice, 
sit down and make a stiong mental picture of 
your fuend, hold it m your mind cleaily, now 
picture him coming towards you, watch him, men- 
tally, coveimg the 3 0111 ney between his house and 
your own, now call him aloud by name two or three 
tunes, say ‘‘John Smith,” or whatever his name 
is, “I want you, come to me ” You will find that 
m a veiy short time he will come to you 

Then you can pioceed to send him moie dis- 
tinctive messages, make him bring you some ar- 
ticle you want, some book or papei, after a tune 
he will do this easily too, then you can try sending 
him shoit sentences and anange with him that he 
will take them down, it is astonishing m how shoit 
a time you can communicate and that over any dis- 
tance, with those who are away from you I do 
not know of any authenticated instance of this 
being done wheie theie was a lack of sympathy be- 
tween the experimenters 

I have made some wondeiful experiments along 
these lines myself, and had most intei estrng re- 
sults, not with any one person but many I do 
best with my ti ae Chela’s (Disciples), possibly be- 
cause the sympathy between us is always perfect 

*=*■** * * * 

The Astral Lights hold the images of the ele- 
mental as I have explamed in other lessons, when 
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you see these visions clanvoyantly you can make 
them of use to you, hut as a lule those which 
will be of most use to you aie those m your own 
paiticulai spheie, foi instance if you aie born 
undei a file sign, then you can use the elementals 
of that lealrn and so on When you see the ele- 
mental, you have then but to tell them the woik 
you want earned out and it wall be perfoimed 
You can send them foith upon your enand, cei- 
tam that it will be done The good commands 
1 elate to adeptship, the evil to soiceiy and Black 
Magic puie and simple The spmt thus invoked, 
by eithei black 01 white magic, although only visi- 
ble to the claiivoyant eye, is distinctly felt by 
those who aie not m any way claiivoyant, and 
very often to then discomfoit and feai Black 
Magic should be left alone, but it is necessaiy foi 
the would-be adept to know all about it, not for 
use at all but for avoidance 

When you command an elemental you can send 
them as I have said upon any enand you desire, 
but you can only make them do it m then own 
spheie 

In the moie difficult mattei of making other peo- 
ple not gifted clanvoyantly to see the vision cleai 
to you, I do not at all advise my pupils to try this 
fiequently, since it is veiy tiying to their neives 
When you have the image cleaily upon you, place 
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your hand upon that of the person you wish to see, 
then fix all your will powei upon the desire that 
they too shall see, also keeping the vision very 
clearly cut hefoie your eyes. 

It is in fact a puie effort of will, possibly even 
it may be more truthfully descubed as an hypnotic 
effort, for the subject m the hypnotic sleep will 
see what you desire him to, and so here always 
demand absolute passivity and make his mind an 
absolute blank, not to think of anything but to 
wait and expect to see the vision When yon have 
him m this condition, when your own will is strong 
and propeily under control, you will make him 
see what you see perfectly clearly, the only diaw- 
back is that it is feai fully exhausting to you. 

You need a good deal of practice to perform 
this successfully and indeed I think that most pei- 
sons who wish to gam strength of will, will find 
much help from the study and practice of hypno- 
tism 
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CHAPTER xn 

The Occult Meaning or Spirit Lights, Visions, 
Dreams, Signs and Warnings 

Occult Lights — I will now explain to you the 
correct meaning of tlie cliff eient coloied occult 
lights, which will appear to you fiom time to time 
dm mg and after youi development m Clairvoy- 
ance 01 Spmt Sight 

Should you be sitting at the table, or m the 
presence of anyone, or should you be holding a 
private 01 public entei tamment, better known to 
all Mediums as a spmtual seance, and the diffei- 
ent lights appear, the meaning is as follows 

Red Occult Light 

Should the Red Light Appear, it denotes that 
the spmt is an Indian who is tiymg to leveal 
something to you If the light changes fiom a 
deep led to a light red it denotes that this Indian 
is youi guide If it appeals over a peison to 
whom you aie addiessmg, tell them theie is money 
buried 01 hidden neai wheie they leside, and the 
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spirit is tiymg to reveal it to them, or tell them, 
if you are impressed to do so, there is a secret 
surrounding them, or some one they are interested 
m, and this secret "will soon he discovered If the 
light laises toward the ceiling and falls quickly to 
the floor, we then advise you to follow the light 
with the mind’s eye, as it will lead you to the 
place of location, matters not if it is money, or 
something else of importance The spmt Indian 
always makes his first appearance, by showing you 
a red light 

Green Light — If a green light appears to you 
while you are alone it denotes that some person 
is using you with deceit, this will be given to you 
by your guide for your own individual self. But 
if the light appears over a person to whom you 
are addressing tell them that some one is using 
them with deceit and for them to be careful of 
false fi lends, and new acquaintances 

Blue Light — The blue light means the presence 
of a high and fully developed spirit, and only ap- 
pears when there are great blessings and agree- 
able surpuses coming The moment you see this 
light you will feel most happy, and you should al- 
ways act upon your first impressions after this 
vision appears 
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Yellow Light — Should you be sitting with a 
pei son and a yellow light appears at their feet, 
tell them to be eaieful of a near future illness 
(Fevei) If it appeals ovei then head, tell them 
there is some one m then family who is suffering 
and theie aie grave hopes foi then leeovery 

Lamp Light — In ease you aie sitting talking to 
a peison, and you see a lamp appeal before you, 
burning, and it suddenly goes out, it denotes that 
a rnembei o± the family will pass away within a 
yeai. If the lamp lemains burning and the sec- 
ond lamp appeals also burning it denotes a mai- 
nage m the immediate family This vision is also 
used when peisons ask you a question pei taming 
to mamage, foi instance, if some one asks you if 
a mamage will take place, wait for a mmute, and 
if the vision appeals accoidmg to the explanation 
of the two lamps yon can tell them positively yes 

Purple Light — Signifies the piesence of the 
etheieal foices which is the highest and most pow- 
eiful spmts, who only appear at ceitam times 
but whenevei it appeals it denotes bughtness ele- 
vation, happiness and piospenty, especially iot 
youiself and the one to whom you aie addiessing. 
It matteis not what yon see, eveiy object has a 
gieat significance, and youi spmt guides will ex- 
plain much moie to you as you grow strongei 
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You will find that the purple light will seldom 
appear when you first start to develop your power, 
not that the higher spirits do not want to come, 
but for the reason, you are not , as a rule, strong 
enough at the beginning to attiact spirits of this 
sphere, as it requires wondeiful spiritual mag- 
nets , a person when developing is a spiritual mag- 
net for either good or evil forces. A pure mind 
and a clean body make a good magnet, and will 
attract good influences 

Black Cloud. — In case you are sitting, giving 
a peison a reading, or if you are at a church, 
theatre, or matteis not where, or upon what oc- 
casion, and you should see a Black Cloud appear 
over a person, it denotes a death is close at hand 
for the person to whom the cloud appears If the 
Cloud should chance to be a light blue it denotes 
slight trouble surrounding the person to whom it 
appears, but that peison will soon lecover from 
it, and gam victory m the end If the cloud ap- 
pears to be a dark grey, it denotes accident If a 
light grey it denotes illness of a close member in 
the family. They will fall sick, but will recover 

Agam, I will say, allow yourself to have per- 
fect confidence in these visions, and tiy to develop 
along m this line as forms, lights, birds, beasts 
and floweis will appear to you from time to time, 
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and lead you m the light of many -wonderful 
things X want you to continue m this maimer 
until you can master these instructions I have so 
fai given you Always allow youiself to firmly 
heheve eveiy thought or impiession passing 
through your mmd whilst sitting (foi eithei youi- 
self 01 some one who has employed you), is the 
spint talking to you Nevei foiget youi duty 
towaid those souls out of the body, called spirits, 
as they assist you many tunes 

Vision or Flowers 

The Vision or Flowers — When reading for a 
peison, 01 if foi yourself, and the vision of floweis 
appeal, then meanmg is as follows Fennel 
Flowei, woithy of all piaise, White Bose, ele- 
gance, Balm, sympathy, Bendal Rose, happy love, 
Butteicup, ingratitude, Deep Bed Carnation, tiue 
love, Chiysantliemum, cheei fulness, China Aster, 
sentiment, Bed Clovei, industry, Cition, weak- 
ness, easily led, also lack of will powei, Holly, 
patience , Bagged Rohm, wit , Pineapple, perfect , 
Pinks, boldness, Naicissus, egotism, Oak Leaves, 
bravery, Oak Tree, powei and hospitality; Lilac, 
confidence, Violet, faithfulness, Tiee of Life, old 
age, Apple Blossoms (white), deceitful (pink), af- 
fection, Lettuce, cold heaitedness; Willow, for- 
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saken ; Tree Foil, revengeful , Yellow Lily, deceit 
and falsehood; Heliotiope, faithful, honest, frank- 
ness, determination and generosity 

If strict attention is paid to this lesson it will 
enable the Disciple to read the full and true dis- 
position of persons by the vision of flowers 

In this lesson I have given you the tiue spirit 
omen of floweis. 

When Reading Clairvoyantly, do not say to a 
person, “I see a flower, and it is a rose;” or do 
not say, “I see a bird,” or an object of any kind, 
as it would sound entirely out of place to those 
not familiar with the laws of Clairvoyance Al- 
ways speak of the meaning For instance, you aie 
reading the life of a lady or a gentleman, and you 
should see the Fennel Flower appear, or, you 
should see also the Yellow Lily, the Willow and 
the Lilac, speak thusly* “You aie worthy of all 
praise, but at times you feel forsaken, you place 
too much confidence m those who aie only using 
you with deceit, and also telling falsehoods about 
you, etc 

No doubt you will think these visions very sim- 
ple, but I will say even so, they are direct from 
the spirit guides, and they are showing you these 
wondeiful visions, and aie attempting to have you 
understand their meaning 
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You will have fiom time to time many visions, 
and I could speak of many moie, but foi the want 
of space I am obliged to omit many of them; but 
I have given you what I think is most needed for 
youi futme development The spmts will show 
you manv things as you glow stiongei, and at the 
same time they will impiess you a^ to the meaning 
of what they do show you 

The Vision of Birds, Beist& and Object^ 

Spiritual Mevning of Birds, Blasts, Forms, 
Etc — Should you be sittmg, and see a white do^ e 
appeal at the table, 01 otheiwise, it denotes a good 
message fiom afai off Should the dove seem- 
ingly go awav, and then appeal with one wing 
black, it denotes a message ot illness from a neai 
friend If the wing is tipped with a white edge,_ 
it denotes illness of a near relative In case the 
dove dematenahzes, and then quick leturns with 
both wings black, it denotes a death of a neai 
connection 

The Bird of "Wisdom — The Owl is known as the 
spmt bud of wisdom, and when it appeals before 
you holding m its mouth a letter, the message is 
as follows The one to whom you aie addiessmg 
is involved m business matters, and is senously 
contemplating a change Then tell them they will 
make a change m business which will pi ore fo r 
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the better If the Owl seemingly opens the letter, 
then tell the person you are reading for that they 
are ternbly worned, but wony is unnecessary, 
for they will soon discover new ideas that will 
lelieve them of all trouble Should the Owl fly 
around and around the person, that denotes the 
person m question will soon gam secret wisdom 
from fi lends, who will help him out of all troubles 
and perplexities. 

Black Raven — When a black raven appears it 
denotes gieat suffeung and distiess Should it 
hold m its bill an object, it denotes that provisions 
are being made for the one who is distiessed The - 
raven is also piotection, and when it is seen flying- 
over a person’s head it denotes that tiouble and 
wony surrounds the person, and/ some one will 
come m due time to piotect them from harm. 

Bald Eagle — Should you see a bald eagle fly 
towards a peison it denotes losses, financially es- 
pecially, and you should at once tell the person to 
whom you aie addressing to be careful of all finan- 
cial investments. Remembei, when you see these 
visions, do not say to the peison, “I see an eagle,” 
or “I see a raven ” Say to them, “I see that you 
aie about to invest m something financially, but 
I see you should be caieful, for there are losses 
ahead of you,” etc 
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Peacock — Should you be sitting, 01 otherwise, 
and chance to see a peacock appeal behind a pei- 
son, it denotes that poison is tull of \ unity, and 
if you will only tiy you can flatter them to such an 
extent that they will woislnp you This is a vision 
I seldom care to see, foi when it appeals it gen- 
erally leads to you discoveimg man} unpleasant 
things pei taming to the poison to whom it ap- 
peals They aie not only full ot vanity, hut they 
are generally deceitful and dishonest , hut you can 
read foi them as you aie impiessed 

The Vision or a Rainbow — Should you be sit- 
ting with a pei son, and you see the vision of a 
lambow appeal over them, read as follows “My 
deai fnend, I see that you aie teinbly womed 
ovei domestic tioubles, hut you can cheei up, all 
troubles will soon vanish, and youi heait will be 
changed fiom sadness to perfect happiness, and 
opportunities will soon piesent themselves favoi- 
ably foi you to gam that which you aie now 
giaspmg foi , go on— alt will be well ” 

A Vision of a Sea Gull — When you see a sea 
gull appeal, seemingly in the fai distance, it de- 
notes that the pei son to whom you aie addressing 
has a deai fnend acioss the ocean, and that tkeie 
is a message of bnghtness coming to them Tins 
is a most beautiful vision, and to watch the gall 
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you will see that it performs all kinds of move- 
ments as it comes nearer to the pei son 

Prison Bars —When appearing directly m back 
of a person it denotes legal confinement When 
appealing dnectly in fiont of a person it denotes 
anticipated enme When appealing to the left of 
a person it denotes a male lelative will be confined 
in prison , if to the right, it will be that of a female. 

Vision of Fire — This has two distinct mean- 
ings First, angei , second, destruction, but we 
advise the Medium to speak of this according to 
impressions, as you will find, as you grow 
stionger, that when fire appears many other vis- 
ions are bound to follow. 

While writing the last paragiaph we are ad- 
vised by our guide to infoim you that the vision 
of file also denotes buried money, valuable papers, 
etc, but only m such cases wheie it appears be- 
fore you out m the open air (wood, fields or plain) 
Many times an Occult ball of fire will appear be- 
foie you, and continue to follow you like a shadow 
Whenever this occurs I would advise you to pay 
strict attention to this, as many times it will lead 
you to the very spot wheie the spirit wishes you 
to go I have seen a ball of fire appear about the 
size of an ordinary apple, and lower itself down to 
the earth, and remain for several minutes When 
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such occuis it is then positive evidence of val- 
uables being at the exact spot 01 that a crime has 
been committed there 

Vision op Snakes — The vision of snakes m all 
cases and upon all occasions positively denotes 
evil and meanness of eveiy descuption When 
appealing uiound youiself bewaie of all peisons 
for some time to come , that is to say, of those of 
whom you think aie not yom friends and also 
watch those who pietend to be youi friends When 
appealing m the lap, aiound the neck 01 waist of 
those you aie addiessmg, do not tiust them out of 
your sight, foi they aie of e\il and will do evil 
to then best fuend Should the snake appear 
upon the flooi, 01 seemingly cieepmg towaid the 
pei son, tell them to be awaie of all enemies and 
evil-doers, but lemembei the peisons to whom a 
snake appeals aie gene) ally of evil chaiactei 

But when you aie reading, and see a snake ap- 
peal neai the peison, do not tell them they aie 
evil, as I do not appiove of telling people of their 
evil , always tell them of the good that they pos- 
sess, if any, and I advise you to lead as follows 
“I see theie aie evil influences around you, and it 
is advisable foi you to change fiom such as soon 
as you possibly can, 01 it will piove gieatly to 
youi disadvantage ” By leading m this mannei 
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it will appeal to them more forcibly, and at the 
same time be coirect 

The Vision of an Eye — In ease a large, black 
eye appeals, it denotes that someone is shadowing 
you, or planning evil against you, and by watch- 
ing the eye steadily it will enable you to leeognize 
the person, should you chance to meet them at any 
time If the eye is a large, blue one it is always a 
friend 

Vision of a Cross — When a cross appears to 
you, it denotes contention, when it appears over 
a person it denotes sorrow, worries, troubles and 
crosses m life After you have fully developed, 
you will find that whenever you aie to have a 
trouble or a quanel with anyone, the cioss will 
always appeal before the said troubles come upon 
you, thus enabling you to guaid against the same, 
although trouble is many times indicated by 
muddy water 

The Vision of an Anchor — To see an anchor 
appear over a peison, lead m this manner ‘ ‘Yon 
are about to ventuie out into the gulf of enteipuse 
Gam and happiness is before you, go on, dear 
fuend, you will suiely land upon the foundation 
of success ” 

If an anchor appeals befoie you in two parts, it 
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denotes that which is hoped fox will be lost, and 
you should tell the peison that they will be disap- 
pointed in whatevei they have on their mind, at 
the time when calling to see you 

The Vision or a Sw t oed denotes that the peison 
is halting between two opinions , they do not know 
what course to pursue Then, if you see the sword 
wave m the an and point noith, it denotes success 
for the pei son, and they should act upon their 
first pioposition If the swoid appears m two 
parts it denotes law suit and losses To get more 
light upon this subject, kindly lequest your spmt 
guide to give you furthei impiessions Then 
speak accordingly 

The Vision or an E vb or Corn — Should you be 
sitting with a peison and you should see an eai of 
com appeal befoie them, and the ear is full of 
well-formed, healthy com, tell them they will soon 
meet with wondeiful success, and the coming 
events of theii life will be absolutely successful 
It positively signifies full and plenty In oidei to 
ascertain if a peison has money, ask your spmt 
guide the cjuestion, and you will see them bring 
you an ear of full com If the eai appeals to be 
scant, tell the peison they aie surrounded with 
poverty, and those who are poveity-stneken will 
continue to meet with the same foi some time to 
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come If two ears of corn appear, it denotes pov- 
eity at piesent, but success will soon follow, and 
the person will gam greater wealth and happiness. 

Again, I will say to you, pay strict attention to 
all visions that appear before you and all dreams 
and all impressions that are given to you, even 
though you may think this very simple , but allow 
me to state that spirits do show these things and 
give secret information and warnings m dreams 
and visions, which you will do well to study and 
try and understand You might think to yourself, 
or ask, “Why do the spirits not show or tell us 
just what all these things mean, without showing 
so many stiange visions 9 ” Well, it is their ways, 
and we must abide by their laws If you remem- 
ber reading when “Jesus, the Master,” appeared 
to His disciples, He spoke to them m parables 
We might say, “Why did Jesus speak parabol- 
ically to His followers 9 ” But we know such was 
the case with Jesus, and such is the case with 
spirits You have no right to question these 
things, and it is utterly impossible to be misled 
if you will study and attempt to properly interpret 
and understand those signs that aie given from 
spirit life 
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TELEPATHY 
CHAPTER XIII 

The Projection or Astral Messages 

In dealing 'with the question of Telepathic com- 
munication, I am not only giving you the best I 
know and pxictical development, hut I am also 
giving you knowledge concerning my gieatest 
hobby — a hobby I have not taught otlieis befoie, 
and m which I have conducted some very lemaik- 
able expel iments 

Telepathy is the central factor m every phase 
of Psychical Reseaich In common with all physic 
development the faculty of thought leading and 
thought communication lequires ceitam condi- 
tions, and a degiee of patient experiment 

It is moie easily developed m its simplest forms 
than Clanvoyance or any other method of ie- 
search, and m its more intricate and advanced 
stages it can be bi ought to such a pitch of perfec- 
tion that communication can be established be- 
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tween people thousands of miles apart, and that 
continuously , the psychic body of those persons 
can be also pio3ected, regardless of the ordinary 
means of locomotion 

The fiist question is that of suitability of tem- 
perament The very gross and material will 
never succeed, although the necessary conditions 
are far less stringent than those for the Clan- 
voyant, but for higher development, of course, 
rigid laws are enfoiced 

The natuie of the student is next to be consid- 
ered As m telegraphy there is a transmitter and 
receiver, and whilst some people can both receive 
and transmit, others can only do one or the other. 

People who are veiy strong-willed and positive 
will make the best transmitters, and the people 
who are passive and negative the best receivers 

The positive people send the messages — nega- 
tive people receive them "Where perfect i appoi t 
is established between two people, they can both 
transmit and receive regaidless of such conditions, 
and this should be the aim of all students 

People bom m April, August and December 
will be the most positive as a lule, those born m 
July, November and March, the best receivers 
People bom m June, October and Februaiy can 
both tiansmit and receive with ease Those born 
in January, May and September, once they throw 
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off tlieir matenal tendencies, will also be able to 
transmit and receive, and can develop very fine 
powers 

So far as mutual undei standing is concerned, 
the people who will woik best togethei aie as 
follows 

Those bom m Apul with people born m June 
and February 

Those bom m May with people bom m July and 
Mai eh 

Those born m June with people born in April 
and August 

Those bom m July v ith people bom m May and 
Septembei 

Those bom m August with people bom in June 
and Octobei 

Those bom m Septembei with people born m 
November and July 

Those born m Octobei with those bom m 

« 

August and December 

Those bom m November with people bom in 
September and Januaiy 

Those bom in December with people bom in 
Octobei and Febiuary 

Those born m Januaiy with people born in 
November and Maich 

Those bom in Febiuaiy with people born in 
April and May 
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Those horn m March with people born in 
Jammy and May 

Also it will frequently be found that successful 
experiments may be made between people born 
m March, August and December, those born in 
Jammy, Deeembei and May, those bom m Feb- 
ruaiy, June and October, those born m July, 
November and March 

These lules aie aibitrary, so much depends 
upon the instruments used, and those who wish 
to develop the faculty should choose their part- 
ners according to the scale — this is, however, only 
for continuous experiment, for by following my 
instructions you can accuiately read the thoughts 
of any peison upon whom you choose to concen- 
tuxte yow attention Of this, however, moie m a 
later chapter 

The Law which enables a man’s thought, the 
most delicate and subtle factor m operation upon 
our present plane (next to spirit) to be transmit- 
ted from one mind and to be received and compre- 
hended by another. 

Thought forms take the nature of pictures as a 
rule — you think of a lose, foi instance, not as a 
word, but as an image of the flower You send 
your thought m a method I will explain, not as the 
word rose, but as the mental picture This pic- 
ture impresses itself with more or less force on 
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the mind of the leceiver He may be conscious of 
the pictuie, for these thought (pictuies) flashes 
come swifter than lightning, but he at once giasps 
the meaning and thinks of “the rose ” The mes- 
sage has been accurately tiansmitted How 1 
The student asks natmally enough 

If my fnend is m Chicago and I am in Madras, 
India, what makes the journey of a single thought 
over that vast distance possible'/ The same 
medium which enables Light and Sound to tiave 

the Ethei , 

People who aie not given to thinking do no 
tiouble themselves with any conjectuie as to what 
exists beyond the atmospheie which cucles the 
eaith In simple woids, the Ethei is a substance 
which fills all space — Infinity Science has pi oved 
to us that eveiy conceivable object, fiom thought, 
the physical body of man, the an we bieathe, tie 
watei we dunk, down to the giams of sand upon 
the seashore, aie composed of billions and billions 
of tiny atoms 

The Ethei is not composed of atoms it is a 
smooth substance, filling all space, it does no^ 
cause any fnction to bodies 01 pai tides moving 
thiough it, and it is not subject to the laws 0 
giavitation It has been desenbed as a J e X 
like substance,” and to put the mattei m plain ^ u 
unscientific teims it has the pioperty of can}! 11

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atoms of any nature, very much as water will 
cany a log of wood, simply by tlie wave motion, 
m the water; there is a similar wave motion in the 
Eflie), and light, sound, thought, etc, are among 
the objects which tiavel through this invisible 
substance, differing only fiom the log of wood m 
rate of speed and the method of vibiation 
"Without this universal substance, Telepathy 
would be impossible The finer the atom the more 
swiftly it travels, for then it has what is techni- 
cally known as “fiee path” to vibiate m, the 
mote concent) cited the thought the quicker it flies 
and theie is less liability of filtration through the 
atmosphere — weak and vacillating thought will 
filter away m the atmosphere like steam and be

In fact Telepathy may be defined as similar to 
wireless telegraphy, the instruments used being 
the delicate mechanism of brain and spirit or the 
sub3ective mind 

For “Mind-readmg” as an amusement very 
little preparation is necessary Almost every- 
body can emulate the tricks of the well known 
Thought Leaders; time, patience, and a little en- 
thusiasm are the necessaiy outfit Yet even for 
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those tiivuil expei iments, the ptuei yoiu body and 
mind, the bettei youi results. A clean body, 1 e , 
a bath eitliei once or twice a day, so lai as exter- 
nals go, spotless lmen, clean inside, no spmts 01 
alcohol, little 01 no meat — bettei not any — and 
give no loom to lmpuie thoughts, learn to conti ol 
angei, envy and all unchai itableness All these 
things cloud join mental 01 spiritual atmospheie, 
and pi event the sending or receiving ot telepathic 
messages 

So tai as oidmaiy Mind-ieading is concerned 
two people aie needed to cany out the expeu- 
ments The Mind Eeadei must belong to one of 
the less positive gioups The man or woman boin 
m August, Apnl 01 Deeembei, will have too stiong 
an individuality to become leceptive (without a 
lengthy tiammg) to othei people’s thoughts, and 
those bom in June, July (up to the 21 st), Novern- 
bei, Febiuaiy and Maich, will be the best leadeis 
They need a second peison as opeiatoi, one born 
m August, Apnl, Deeembei, Januaiy, May oi Sep- 
tember to help them cany out the pioceedmgs 

The Mind Eeadei is then blindfolded, and taken 
out of hearing — better still out of the loom, the 
people remaining decide upon a test — many of the 
tests are well known, but may be used by begm- 
neis Place a pm m any position, m any part of 
the house, or even out of the house, let every per- 
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son who wishes to test the Alind Readei know 
where the pm is, the operator mentioned above 
must also know 

The Mind Reader or Telepathist is then brought 
m, and the positive peison, who acts as operatoi, 
stands behind the Telepathist and curves the 
fingers round so that both hands are poised over 
the temples, but not touching the head of the 
Telepathist Every person piesent thinks of the 
pm and its hiding place, and the operator concen- 
trates his whole thought and will upon the Telepa- 
thist’s brain, tiymg to impress the picture there, 
and willing steadily all the time that he shall go 
stiaight after the pm — not a woid must be spoken 
by anybody After a few seconds the Telepathist 
will sway from side to side, as if uncertain wheie 
to go, then will suddenly make a start and go 
straight off towards the pm — the Operator will 
not touch the Telepathist but simply guard against 
falls. 

After a week or two of practice, a sensitive per- 
son will be able to find any object at any distance 
m this way 

Although this experiment is tnvial and not new, 
it is excellent- training for those who desire to 
^ open up these channels of silent communication, 

shaipens their senses and teaches their mind 
\ concentration 
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Iii telepathic expenraents with eaidb you can 
pass Ovei the simple tests common with oidmaiy 
Mind Keadeis Foi instance, the audience may 
select a single caid, impiess it on their mind, and 
thence to the mind of the Telepathist 
A much moie difficult teat is one which I have 
conducted with gieat success The Telepathist is 
taken out of the loom, the opeiator lemaming as 
befoie To begin with, the entne pack of caids 
may be shuffled thoioughly, and then the feat of 
lemovmg the Couit Caids of eveiy suit be decided 
upon The Telepathist is bi ought blindfolded 
as befoie, led to a table, given the caids The 
opeiatoi eunes lus hands lound the biow as be- 
foie, -without touching, and all piesent fix then 
thought upon the Couit Caids I have seldom had 
a failuie in this expenment, but all must give 
entne thought and attention, or the Telepathist 
may fail 

To lead a name, numbei of a bank note, etc, 
fastened secuiely m an envelope, the same piocess 
is gone tliiougli, but m this moie delicate and 
difficult feat the Opeiatoi may place Ins fingers 
lightly on the Telepathist’s temples, to assist the 
flow of thought 

One of my best mediums has, with as many as 
sixteen 01 moie pocket handkei chiefs taken fiom 
a loomful of people, the handkei chiefs being tied 
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together m a loose knot, and tlie Telepathist blind- 
folded, has, without contact, given to each person 
his own handkerchief In the same way, out of a 
large gathering of friends, six have had coins of 
diffeient value laid haphazard on the carpet, she 
has found each com and returned it to its rightful 
owner, this without mistake These trivial ex- 
peinnents m Thought Transference are the 
A.B C. of the student They are very easily ear- 
ned out and the methods I have given are those I 
have found best. 
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CHAPTER XIV 
Telepathic Communications 

In the pievious cliaptei I shoved you a simple 
method of demonstration in the most common and 
conventional toims of Thought Tiansfeicnce, 
methods and expeimicnts which aie to me unin- 
teresting hut which go a long way to convince 
sceptics 

For all experiments passing those cited in the 
last chaptei ceitam conditions must be fulfilled 

Remember, first of all, that the mental xeceiver, 
the biam, is a veiy sensitive instrument Science 
boasts of the delicacy of instruments which can 
measuie light waves, sound waves, coloi waves, 
which can investigate the natuie, size and atmos- 
pheie of planets billions of miles distant Science 
has yet to invent the instrument which can lecoit 
thought , but Natuie heiself has piovided the in- 
strument m the brain of another Except m 
unusual ciicumstances, this biam leceiver wi 
only lecoid thought with accuiacy when the neiv- 
ous system of the person is tranquil, and so lecep- 
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tive, when it is not engaged actively in any mental 
work of an opposite nature and when the sur- 
roundings are not of a character to distract the 
mind Therefore, repose and quiet are essential 
Of course, there aie instances, startling instances, 
too, of a telepathic communication having been 
leceived m the midst of turmoil, hut I am dealing 
with the question of expenment, of pre-arranged 
sittings, not of sudden warnings, etc 
It is best to commence at close quarters 
Two kmdied souls, the one positive, the other 
negative, may sit m the same room, later on in 
the same house but different 100ms, finally m 
different rooms m diffeient parts of the same 
town, and gradually mci easing the distance as 
time goes and easy communication is possible To 
make these experiments a real success, the mode 
of life and diet must be of the most simple nature. 
As little excitement as possible, absolute cleanli- 
ness, and a clean room Let the peison who acts 
as receiver sit down m a comfortable chair and 
free his mind from thought Tins is not easy, but 
if the student will for a few days before starting 
expei iments sit down quietly for an hour daily, 
and let his mind run down, i e, let it run down 
until he has thought up all his thoughts, then 

gradually it will be less difficult to think of 
nothing 
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In fact, many of my students have found that 
the best nay to male the mind blank oi to concen- 
tiate it upon any single point js to sit down with 
the idea that the mmd is fiee to think upon any 
subject it pleases — and this veiy permission seems 
to stop any desue for mind nandenny 

This little rule will apply both to opeiatoi and 
receiver 

Both students can sit, but, whilst the leceiver 
makes his biam blank, thinking of nothing, ready 
to take any impiession which may be sent to him, 
the opeiatoi fixes his whole mmd upon the mes- 
sage he wants to convey. It is best to begin with 
action 

Think steadily that the leceiver will get up, 
walk to the window, and pull down the blind, or 
anything else that may occui to you The seeiet 
of doing this successfully i s not to think — “you 
will get up, walk to the window and pull down the 
blind” — in fact, you maj* go on thinking that foi 
quite a while and have no lesult at all Close 
your eyes, call up a mental msiou of youi fuend, 
see him sitting in the chan opposite you, then 
see his limbs move, watch him put his hands on 
the arms of the chan, hesitate a second, get up, 
stand a second, then walk to the window, watch 
him (mentally with youi eyes closed all the time) 
step by step — watch the movement of his legs, 
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see him lift ins arms to the blind and pull it down 
The more vividly you can impress this picture on 
your brain, the more accurately it will he tran- 
scribed, and that m a very short time 
The whole secret of thought transference is 
this ability to make the mind blank, like a clean 
slate, on the one hand, and to create vivid mental 
pictures on tile other In photography, we have 
the plate-blank — a short exposure and the object 
before the cameia is indelibly pictured upon the 
blank plate The successful telepathist does not 
tlnnk m words hut m pic tui es 
■When this simple experiment has been carried 
out successfully the operator may try his hand as 
the receivei, and the receiver can make the mental 
picture m his turn The difficulty of the experi- 
ments may he mci eased day by day, and it will be 
well to take notes of the proceedings for refer- 
ence, and also to gauge the extent of progress 
Quite apart from the interest created by these 
experiments, they are valuable for nnnd building 
it is impossible to carry on a course of mental 
exercises like this, without gieatly strengthening 
the powers of memory, observation, concentration 
and intuition The above-mentioned method of 
thought transference is only the beginning The 
next condition is the transference of words 
You may undertake this when you can make 
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your ieeeivei catch your thought as regaids action 
from any pait of the house Sit down quietly as 
before, and close > our eyes Choose simple nouns 
to begin with — youi leceiver must make his mind 
blank as befoie Think intently of a book — not a 
word, but the pictuic of it — ask youi leceiver to 
give the impiession lie leeeives He may hesitate 
a moment, then he says, “It is something oblong 
— it is — it is a book ” Go on thinking cleaily of 
one object at a time, making the pictuie as sliaip 
and vivid as possible You will need to do this 
at close quaiteis to commence with if you like, you 
may even hold the ieeeivei % hand, though I do 
not lecommend tins One thing I must uige — 
cany your hobby into even thing you do, tiy its 
effect upon everything and everybody, whatever 
you think of, even m the small duties of life, get 
into the habit of making these mental pictuies of 
all you do and of all you see 01 have seen Coming 
to the questions of long distances and communica- 
tions, slightly difleient methods aie called foi 
It is best foi begmneis to anange a sitting at a 
lew stieets distance The opeiatoi will then, as 
befoie, close his eyes and call foitli a vn id mental 
pictiue of the ieeeivei Then, still holding the 
pictuie befoie him, he must call aloud the name 
of the receivei — “John Smith, John Smith, do 
you hear me 7 — I am going to wuite you a letter ”

Naturally as you grow proficient you can leave 
the ABC and learn to transmit and receive whole 
sentences as easily as possible But you must 
become perfect by degiees Before you can play 
the piano you must learn your notes 

The idea of calling the name and sentence aloud 
is to help concent) ate the will, and to mciease 
the power of the vibrations by this additional 
concentration 

The methods given in this lesson may be the

that it can tiavel the world lound, and over a 

distance of thousands of miles find the object of 
its search.

comes to me question of transmitting' whole sen- 
ten.es. which is more dime alt. bnt worked on 
exactly the same principles. First, analyze your 
sentence, let it be as direct as possible in yonr own 
mind: let it have some definite point. 

Sir qulexy as before, clo^e your eyes, and as a 
preliminary, call up tie face and figure of yonr 
comrade: Lave it very clearly before you. and 


tlem mien Sxed. speak loud to tie image you lave 
called up. Xot only speak tie words, but lave a 
clear and concentrated conception of tleir mean* 
Ing. Take a simple sentence at first with a 
definite object. It is just as well, too to take a 
sentence tlar will not be anticipated by tie 
receiver. 

Try tlis experiment, if you like, for instance: 
I am holding a red or white Sower in my hand. 

Say this aloud, and. Laving ai ranged with yonr 
co-worker as to rune, etc , be sure that he is wait- 
ing for your message to come through. Xow drop 
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the image of your receiver, and picture cleaily the 
flower in your hand Hold this picture mentally, 
nevei min d the retinue — that would complicate 
matters — dwell on the pictuie, emphasize the word 
flowei and Will that the impression is fixed on 
your receiver’s brain This should not take moie 
than five minutes, but you must not let any other 
thought come m at all 

This is part of the business, and you can trans- 
mit a variety of sentences, all simple to commence 
with You aie learning >a new language and can- 
* not expect fluency without pi actice, and the more 
enthusiastic you are the moie easily you can fix 
youi mmd on the sentence, and the sooner it will 
be received 

Coming to the attitude of the receiver, let him 
take a pencil and paper and at the appointed hour 
sit down, cover his eyes with his hands, and make 
his brain blank Then when he gets any impres- 
sion or message he must write it down 
Never mmd if it seems unlikely or improbable, 
that can be tested afterwards , as you grow more 
m sympathy, the meaning will come so clearly you 
will seem to almost hear the words uttered 
The practice must not close with the transmis- 
sion of words and sentences only; you must learn 
to transmit feelings as well This is not at all 
easy work, but can be done 
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When I say this I mean it is not easy to impiess 
simulated feelings upon the receivei ; when the 
feelings are leal, it is easy enough All the same, 
tiy to tiansmit feelings of joy, love, feai and 
anger, it will help you to concentiate your Will 
and increase its powei In this instance you aie 
not trying to send a sentence to youi leceivei, 
being unpiepaied, may be a little staitled So, 
duimg the expenments, it is as well to wain him 
not to be astonished at any feeling or impiession 
that may come to him 

These expenments come under the heading of 
pie-airanged messages, that is to say, both of the 
expenmenteis sitting at a pie-ananged time and 
devoting their thoughts to the tiansfeience of 
Thought 

Woids, sentences, figuies, etc, may be sent m 
this way fiom any distance as expenments or 
tests, but of couise the time when peifect com- 
munication is fully established is much moie inter- 
esting than meie tests or expenments A thing 
I have done successfully with any number of 
people is to make them come to me by telepathic 
command if I have wanted them foi anything. 

This without pre-anangement at all 

Cover your eyes, call foith the image of the 
say aloud, “John Smith (or whatever Ins name 
person you wish for, then looking into his eyes 
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may be ), I want you— come to me; do you hear*” 
Say it over tliiee or four times and picture your 
friend leaving bis bouse or office, boarding bus or 
tram, walking or riding to your bouse Follow 
him out every step of tbe journey, and in tbe 
sboitest possible time be will turn up, impelled by 
wbat force be may not know, yet be unable to 
resist it 

A certain amount of sympathy between tbe 
operator and tbe person thus conjured up is neces- 
sary, but not by any means tbe same sympathetic 
relationship which is needed for the experiments 
previously cited, 

Tbe difficulty of calling up the mental image 
is one that practice will render perfect. Some 
people can do this naturally, others find it difficult. 

To help you, take a look at a face, any face, 
close your eyes and still try to see it, remember 
how tbe eyes, nose and mouth are formed, the 
contour of tbe face, coloring Take another peep 
at the person, close your eyes and go over it 
again 

In the same way with scenery, bouses, animals, 
you will be astonished bow soon you gain control 
over this mental vision, and by closing your eyes 
at any time, you can see acciuately any thing or 
person you want to You will notice that m tbe 
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above experiment it is unnecessary to know what 
your receiver is doing or where he is 

You want him, you send youi message, it flips 
stiaight to its destination, and, drawn by the foiee 
of your thought, he comes to you You will find 
with a little piactice that quite 50 pei cent of the 
people you know will obey the mental command 
and a possible 75 per cent will feel it whether they 
obey oi not 

As a moie shilling experiment you may com- 
mand the “leceivei” to bring you some specified 
object, say a daily papei, a ceitain book, some 
floweis 

Call his name, call up Ins mental image , tell him, 
“I want you to bung mo the Times/ 3 oi any other 
papei you fix on Repetitions of this expeiiment 
will soon piove its lemaikable tiuth You will 
find as a rule, howevei, that the people who will 
bung any specified object oideied will be moie m 
sympathy with you than those who come but do 
not answer to the command to bung something 

I have had the most striking instances of the 
truth of these experiments Of eouise they aie 
earned out better where the people aie m the 
same town For naturally with a tiam journey 
between, people tlimk twice before obeying the 
thought message they leceive bidding them take 
the journey, unless it came m the foim of a dis- 
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tinct warning, wliicli, of course, no operator would 
use for experimenting 

In the case of long distance experiments, pre- 
arranged times of sitting are best, and then, of 
course, more complicated messages may be sent, 
and every possible test given as to accuracy 
This is Telepathy m the natiual state 
Telepathy during sleep is very common, people 
call this dreaming “hue,” to quote the old women, 
but it is simply a recurrence of the phenomena of 
Thought Tiansfe) ence. 

The best way to remove any indictment of 
“chance” or “collusion” fiom these instances is 
for the operator to be given the vision or message 
he proposes sending to his “receiver” by a third 
party, who can so test the truth of the whole 
transaction 

As the operator drops off to sleep he fixes his 
whole mind upon the “receiver” and wills 
strongly that he shall dieam of the message or 
thing agieed upon, m many instances the “re- 
ceiver” will not only receive the message but see 
the operator as well 

I have to deal with this phase later on m 
another chapter 

,Of course, constant practice in this form of 
telepathy makes the perfect operator, just as m 
any other instance 
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CHAPTER XVI 
Projecting the “Astral ” 

The question of piojcctmg the “astral” is a 
subject of the greatest fascination to most people 
Many people openly stigmatize it as “lot”, 
otheis allow that theie may be something m it, 
otheis, yet again, know that it is a possibility No 
pre-anangement is necessaiy at all with the pei- 
sons you are going to send your “astial self” to 
visit, unless that peison is of veiy nervous tem- 
pei ament, when a hint may be given of what is 
coming A clear undei standing of what consti- 
tutes “the astral self” may help my students 
I am not trying to put this descuption into 
technical language, but only to make it as simple 
and plain as can be 

The physical body of each person is composed 
of gross matter vibrating at a very low late 
I have pieviously explained that all things m 
natuie aiema state of constant movement, known 
by scientists as “vibration ” 

Within this physical body dwells the Soul body 
— “Spiritualists” call this Soul or spiritual body 
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“Spn.it” of a departed person (irrelevant people 
call it a “spook”) , it is really the finer vibrations 

of the body, the Soul itself 
These finer and purer vibrations of the human 
form take on the exact repiesentation of the physi- 
cal body, to all appearance it is the physical body, 
but greatly etheialized 

When an oidmary peison goes to sleep this 
astial form floats lightly above his body, never 
leaving it for long, nor for any gieat distance, and 
m the undeveloped person this form takes but 
little shape When the Wind and Spmt aie devel- 
oped, the senses conqueied, thought and body 
pure, this astral foim takes on a definite shape, 
can leave the body entirely foi horns, travel m the 
astral 01 physical world, as he pleases, to any land 
or any distance 

This cannot be done successfully until man has 
mastered the animal side of his nature 

It is possible to send this astral form to visit 
people or places at Will It is veiy fatiguing and 
an experiment not to be attempted by the unde- 
veloped person 

To commence with, tiy experiments m youi 
natural sleep— suggest stiongly to yourself, as 

you fall off to sleep, that you will lemember when 
you wake 

When you can obey this suggestion and when 
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you can lemembe), then, and not till then, have 
you ai lived at a condition suitable for projecting 
the “astial ” 

Choose a veiy quiet place where you cannot 
be distuibed Sit or lie down, close youi eye- 
lids, and roll the balls up as if you weie ti}ing to 
look between the eyebrows , in a very few minutes 
your eyes will glow tued and sleep steal upon you 
Do not trouble to think of the sleep 
Remembe > the whole effo)t of you i will is to be 
duected upon youi astial self — you desne this 
Self to visit a ceitam place 01 peison — as you fall 
off to sleep all youi foice duects the “astral” to 
its destination I can assui e you that it will do so 
Youi fuend will look up and see you standing 
beside lnm looking ^peifectly natuial 

The “astial self” will m advanced stages speak 
— touch him, lemam with him foi some time even 
All this sounds like a fanv stoiy to the uniti- 
ated, but it is often done The only diawback is 
the fact that the peison who piojeets the astial m 
this fashion sutieis fiom ternble fatigue, and the 
student who is content to woik and travel dui mg 
sleep does not feel such fatigue 
The sensation of leaving the body is cunous, 
one rises slowly m the atmospheie, feeling 
stiangely light and fiee, and the sight of the heavy 
sleeping body, lying unconscious beneath one, is 
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most strange Then, too, mattei is not impene- 
trable foi tlie astral body, it can pass through 
buck walls as easy as light passes through the 
window and that m itself is a curious sensation 
In the East they have a veiy powerful method 
of inducing sleep and of sending the astral body on 
its journey The real methods of Yoga training 
aie not for the Western mmd ; the trained adept 
simply makes samyama on his desiie and his 
astral self will tiavel anywhere, or even be m two 
places at once But the method I give is used 
with success among the lower class Yogis and is 
quite%ell adapted for modern uses The student 
lies flat on his back, closes his eyes, then he 
imagmes a small hole or chamber m the middle 
of his brain, about an inch above the ear. This is 
technically called the Pineal Gland It is a small 
cone-shaped body m the cerebellum, and was said 
by Descaites to be the seat of the Soul 

The student imagines he is lookmg into this 
gland, then up into the back of his head Slowly 
he draws his breath m and as he draws it imagines 
it ever going up to fill the chambei m the biam 

In this manner sleep falls upon him, of a deeper 
and moie potent nature than the ordinary self 
hypnotic slumber 

The astral body then moves obedient to the will 
and command of the student In the ease of treat- 
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mg a patient telepatlneally it is best to pioceed 
as follows Sit down and call up tbe mental image 
of youi patient See him lying down and mentally 
take your seat beside lnm Now commence treat- 
ment by saying aloud, if it helps you, “You aie 
quite well, you aie m pet fed health, life atd 
health penneate you) body You aie getting 
stiongei, you glow tiled and weaiy, you aie going 
to sleep, sound sleep , you will awake feeling pei- 
fectly well and quite refieshed ” 

Do not pictuie the peison as sick and m pain, 
but m pei feet health, able to move with ease, 
blight, clieeiy, full of vitality # 

You must absolutely foice youiself to ignoie his 
leal condition, foi he will not take up youi thought 
at all if theie is any hesitation 01 doubt m youi 
mind when you send it The patient is susceptible 
to eveiy feeling and thought you allow youiself to 
manifest, so be caieful to avoid anything which 
may haim him 

We all know that health is otten lestoied by 
sudden joy, caused by sudden Double, a great 
many of the diseases man is liable to aie of mental 
ongm, nervous Doubles, and aie cui able by simi- 
lar tieatment The positive thought of health 
telepatlied to the patient takes root, and his mind 
giasps it fiimly, with the vital mental stimulant 
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the neives grow calm, tlie functions of the body 
lesunie their normal action, and health is restoied 
Headache, toothache, indigestion, stomach 
troubles, colds, etc, etc., and sometimes chronic 
diseases of long standing may be cured by the 
Telepathist. So may melancholia and even hysteria 
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the receiver is very averse from the metal, when a 
plate of thm gold or a sheet of gold, such as pain - 
ers use for gilding, may he fixed across the ban 
from the temples to the middle of each eyebrow , 
but not on any account to pass between the 
Eyebrows 

This apparatus must be used at first m trans- 
mission at close quarters The “receiver weais 
the band, the opeiator holds the end of the wares, 
one m each hand It is not at all necessaiy to sit 
m the same room if the wiies are long enough 

After messages can be transmitted and received 
through the mstiument it will be found that the 
operator can dispense with it, may indeed go to 
any distance, and if the receiver wears the copper 
band the message will come through clearly I 
do not caie for mechanical means myself, but 
many people find great assistance from this band 
One very curious expenment may be carried out 
with it, however, very successfully Here we need 
two receiveis and one opeiatoi, and a single 
appaiatus The receivei wearing the apparatus 
m this case may know nothing whatever of tele- 
pathy and be quite unable to read a message He 
sits at an appointed time wearing a band The 
opeiator sends him a telepathic message, which 
conveys no impression to him at all, m fact he 
cannot read it Still wearing the band he goes to 
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the trained leceivei, who. taking the e-opper ends 
in Ins hand will, after a moment or so, be able to 
read accurately the message sent by tie operator. 

The explanation is simple enough, the man who 
is untrained receives the messages as clearly as 
the trained sensitive; that i> to say, they ai# 
clearly impiessed upon his sub-comdous mind, but 
he does not comprehend them at all. A telegraph- 
ist can read the Morse message with ease, the man 
m the street only hears the tiresome rich — tlJdng 
of the instrument. So the messages impressed 
npon the hram of the ncn-sensitive is as clear as 
daylight to the sensitive 

Remember that it is not onr eyes that see, nor 
physical ears that hear; it is the delicate mehiar- 
ism of the hram behind them which, illuminated 
by the living spirit, receives the impressions of 
sight and sound and through which the receiving 
instrument of the jnhid transmits its messages to 
the organs. The dead have eyes and ears, yet 
they neither see nor hear; the organs 3re there, 
but the living spirit of the brain, the son 7 of the 
man, has gone. 

The consideration of telepathy under hypnosis 
is one which many students will be glad to 
investigate 

There is not anv dimcnlty about in but expe- 
rience will convince many sceptics Put the re- 
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ceiver” into a fairly deep condition of hypnosis 
by any of the methods I have explained m ‘ * Prac- 
tical Hypnotism,” then let your sceptic approach 
the receiver and stait his experiment. 

Of couise it is necessary that the person under 
hypnosis should be trained sensitive , some people 
can nevei do much m telepathy because they aie of 
the eaith, earthy, and incapable of receiving any 
other vibration at all 

The sceptic may then either give the receiver 
an article, such as his watch, a letter or glove to 
hold, or he may seal a paper containing words or 
numbers m an envelope, the contents known only 
to himself and not to the operator The operator 
after placing the sceptic m touch with receiver 
for a moment, says, ‘ ‘ This gentleman has written 
a letter, or number, and has enclosed it m this 
envelope ” Without hesitation the receiver will 
declaie aloud the contents of the envelope or from 
holding the watch or glove give a very accurate 
descuption of his surroundings, mental conditions, 
troubles, etc , etc The subject may, still under 
hypnosis, be blindfolded tightly, and any object 
taken up haphazard be placed between his brows, 
when he will be able to state the nature of the 
object Playing cards, any small ornament, may 
be used Of course, onlookers must all think hard 
of the article during the experiment 
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These chapteis m Thought Transfeience are 
very valuable m eveiyday life When as an opeia- 
toi, for instance, you have learnt how to impress 
the mental vision upon your “leceivei” you will 
find it veiy easy to impiess your mil upon oidi- 
naiy people who have no idea at all of what is 
going on Get fiist of all people in a leceptive 
condition and do not antagonize them, talk about 
something they feel a deep interest m, but of which 
they can hold forth m a friendly and quiet spmt, 
then let them talk and begin to form the mental 
image of the thing you wish them to do, stop 
listening to what they are saying, but look them 
quietly m the face, not staling, and fix the image 
on their biam After a time you can start the 
conveisation m the diiection you wish, still keep- 
ing the mind fixed on the same subject You will 
have veiy few failuies This method of tele- 
pathic magnetism in business is invaluable, but it 
is not only the opeiatoi but the leeeiver who has 
the pull m his paiticular realm 
Very few people do their most bulhant work 
with Thought Transfeience when undergoing 
tests, yet they can acquiie the habit of leading 
the mind of all those they come in contact with 
There are few people who come to me whom I 
cannot lead as a book, without any effort on my 
part This is simply accomplished by practice, 
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and of com be when you want to do tins you make 
yourself quite passive and receptive to the person 
you are dealing with Let them talk, be content to 
listen and to make your mind blank It is aston- 
ishing how soon one picks up the faculty, how easy 
it is to read the minds of those who know but little 
how great is your power, and of course it is an 
invaluable aid to lifeS success 

Ti} r both methods, to make othei people think 
as you think, 1 e , leceptive to your thoughts, and 
also youiself leccivei 

Practice everywhere, in pnvate, in public, on 
those you know and those who aie stiangeis to 
you. Get a fnend with whom you can piactiee 
regulaily and make libeial notes of every success 
and every failure you achieve Once you have 
learnt how to transmit thought, and to leceive it, 
you can annihilate distance, those you love may 
be at your side or m Timbuctoo, and you can com- 
municate, see, heai and speak to them, as easily 
one way as the other * 

If you can achieve half the success others have 
obtained here and in India you will find a new 
world opened out to you, full of strange possi- 
bilities, and unexplored, unexpected realms of 
investigation
